CROWDS HANDLED ADMIRABLY 


All Lines of Transportation Use Extra 
Trains — Little Clashing Occurs. | 
All the engines and every available car ex- 
cept five making up the rolling stock of the 
Alley L“ road were pressed into service yes- 
terday. Ten extra trains were put on. The 
Derby day crowd was handled admirably. 
Considering the fact that the World’s Fair 
traffic over the road was about the same as 
usual, the transportation to the race track was 
all that could -be expected. Trains were dis- 
patched with rapidity and there were enough 
of thein to prevent overcrowd- 
ing. Up to 12 o'clock the pas- 
sengers bound for Washington Park were 
not many in number.. At 12 o’clock the 
crowd began to fill the platform at Congress 
street. It increased rapidly between 12 and 
2 o’clock. About 1:30 o’clock the trainmen 
had all they could do to keep the crowds back 
and start the trains on time. However, they 
were started prom ty even if some passen- 
gers had to be wit eld roughly from cling- 
ing to the platforms and interfering with 
the closing of the gates. All the trains made 
regular stops at the various intermediate sta- 
tions, where few got on. The big crowd came

The powers of the Sixty-first street station, 
near Washington Park, were taxed to the ut- 
most when the crowd began to pour out of 
the park returning down-town. To add to 
the difficulty the trains were already near 
full of passengers returning from the World's 
Fair.

Illinois Central Makes a Failure. 


The Illinois Central railroad made a la- 
mentable failure of its carrying the crowd to 
Washington Park.

Big Corruption Alleged in Connection with 
Building Canal Bridges. 
Monrreat, Que., June 24.—The govern- 
mental inquiry into the building of the two 
iron bridges across the Lachine Canal at 
Montreal is unearthing one of the biggest 
public scandals ever discovered in Canada. 
The original sum voted for the two bridges 
was $175,000, but the work has already cost 
$600,000 and is not completed. Emmanuel 
St. Louis, a French contractor, bad a con- 
tract with the government to s N all ee 
men and teams needed ata stated figure. 
got them at whatever price he could and iy 
50 cents per day each out of the men and 
$1 to $1.50 each out of the teams. He 
engaged all the men and teams on’the work 
that he could secure, and at one 
time there were 1,200 men employed packed 
so close together that they could not swing a 
pick. In one yard a gang of fifty men used 
to loaf all day long and in the evpning the 
government timekeeper would come around 
and take their time. Stones were hauled by 
the teams owned by a member of the Pro- 
vincial Legislature. It was carried twenty 
miles from the quarry to the works at the 
rate of one load a day, and this with a rail- 
road running right into the mouth of 
the quarry. Stone that should have 
cost only $5 per cubi¢ yard 
to trim actually cost $59 per yard, 
In many instances it took ten men to load a 
single team with lumber. Thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of tools and material was pur- 
ehased for the work, that were never used, 
Phere are heavy liquor bills and talesof ex- 
pensive champagne supplies in which the 
canal officials, 8 red. In one contract for 
$14,000 of lumber $60,000 was 
charged by the contractor and the extra lum- 
ber cannot be found.

Promissory 
notes and so-called special preferred stock to 
the ameunt of $1,000,000 were outstanding 
when the car company tailed, and this stock 
was claimed to be bonds of Seymour, Sa- 
bin & Co. The Minnesota Thrasher com- 
pany was organized to succeed the 
car company. his company then acquired 
these notes and special stock, and presented 
them asa claim against Seymour, Sabin & 
Co. The stockholders of the latter were sued

Nothing has been heard of Frederick T.

It is generally believed that his where- 
abouts will not be publicly known until after 
the g jury has completed its investzgation 
of the Plankinton Bank and the Lappen fail 
ures. Dr. Frank B. Golley, who was Day’s 
attending physician, believes that Day will 
return, The doctor when talking today was 
guarded in what he said, yet his remarks 
brought out a condition of affairs that is un- 
mistakably unpleasant for Mrs. Day and her 
family. As to Mr. Day,“ said the doctor, 
feel that when his health permits he will 
return to Milwaukee and face the misic. 
He went away upon my advice three 
weeks ago this morning. His nurse accom- 
panied him, and his destination wasSouth, I 
heard: from him after his arrival in Chi 
but since he left that place I don’t know 
where he did go. I think Mrs. Day knows 
where he is. Mr. Day was a very sick man 
when he left Milwaukee, and the reason I had 
him go away was because I knew he would 
not be able to undergo a grand jury investiga- 
tion. The physical strain would have been 


too great. 


Not in an Asylum, 

Asked as whether Mr, Day was confined 
somew here in an asylum, Dr. Golley cant N. 
think not.’ 

Dr, Golley said the report that Mr. Day 
had been drinking heavily since the failure 
of the bank was not true. When he left 
Milwaukee and for days prior to that 
date said the doctor, “he drank. but 
one glass of wine in the afternoon and 
took’ a hot putich before retiring at night. 
He Was very weak, but when one considered 
the fact that for several years he has been a 
great drinker and that he suffered from awful 
merital anguish, the outgrowth of his business 
troubles, his condition could not have been 
otherwise.“ N 

That Mr. Day up to the time of the bank 
failure and for a long while led a dissolute 
life Dr. 2 would not deny. That is 
the general impression, said he, and I 
know that his physical condition indicates it.“ 

Sheriff Dunn has been served with an in- 
junction restraining him. from paying any of 
the funds secured by Sheriff's sale of the 
Lappen Furniture company's stock to any of 
the claimants. The injunction was secured 
by George 8. Knapp, doing business in Chi- 
cagb, G. S. Knapp & Co., who are ¢redit- 
ors to the amount of $50,000. The petition 
of the plaintiff filed in the Circuit Court al- 
tegés that the stockholders—F. A. Lappen, 
Owen Lappen Jr., John rr A. F. Tanner, 
Jos#ph Bub, Benjamin M. Weil, Gage E. 
Tarbell, D. E. Murphy, C. M. Kipp. and others 
—have not, as is believed, paid the full 
amount of their stock subscriptions, and that 
each one is liable for the debts of the com- 
pan to the amount of the stock hot paid in. 
The action is brought by the plaintiff named 
in behalf of all other creditors who may de- 
sire to become parties to the suit. 


Conspiracy Is Alleged. 


The 2 declares that he is infer med 
and believes that the Lappen Furniture com- 
pany has equitable interests to the value of 
00,000, exclusive of the prior just claims, 
and that plaintiff hasebeen unable to discover 
and reach such interests by execution. It is 
further claimed that the said stockhdélders 
have conspired with certain other defendants 
named in that, with full knowledge of the in 
solvency of the concern and its utter inability 
fully to pay its debts, they have given judg- 
nent notes and permitted judgment in large 
amdunts to be entered in favor of Robert Hill, 
G E. Tarbell, the Plankinton Bank, and A. 
F. nner Furniture Company, who are 
made defendants in the suit, and that they 
have endeavored to secure them or some of 
them on unjust preference over said plaintiff 
and other creditors of the corporation. The 
plaintiff demands that all stock, etc., be se- 
questered by the court; that some person be 
appointed receiver; that the stockholders be 
ad judged to pay the receiver the balance due 
on the stock, and that the court direct a pro 
rata distribution of the property. 

William Plankinton, assignee of the Plank 
inton Bank, who purchased at sheriff’s sale 
the #tock in the Grand avenue store of F. 
A. Lappen & Co., this afternoon paid tp the 
sheriff $125,000 and secured possession of 
the stock.

While all the principles 
which Mr. Campbell will apply to his airship 
he claims to have carefully tested by actual 
experiment, the new feature which he is a 
plying to the airship now building for him 

in building the ship entirely of aluminum and 
bamboo, so that its weight will be reduced to 
seventy-five pounds. : 

Mr. Campbell does not claim, like Penning- 
ton, that he can lifta car weighi tons and 
navigate through the air against all sorts of 
currents or cyclones and carry fifty passen- 
gersatatime. He distinctly says, t he 
cannot do that. He says that as far as Pen- 
nington is concerned it is a well-known 
fact that 1,000 feet of coal gas will only lift 
from the earth thirty poun weight. One 
thousand feet of hydrogen gas will carry sixty 
to seventy pounds. Now, if a little figuring 
is done it will be seen that to 
lift a ship the size of Penningion’s it would 
require a balloon larger than the whole City 
of Chicago, and require all the gas factories 
in the country to fill it during the natural life 
ef a man. 

do not want the public or Mr. Penning- 
ton to think lam jealous,“ he said. The 
facts are that the Mount Carmel institution is 
a money-making one for the inventor. He is 
backed by moneyed men and will naturally 
reap a harvest from some source. He claims 
that be can navigate the air at a speed of 300 
miles an hour. This may possibly be 
done if the wind is blowing that fast, but not 
otherwise. One French inventor and myself 
are the only rsons who have ever suiled 
their own airships, There are a few things 
that can be done intheair which I clam to 
do because they are practical. I claim that 
no machine can be made that will withstand 
or ride through cyviofes or high adverse 
winds. I do not claim that I could go to the 
north pole, but with my device I claim that 
in an ordinary state of atmosphere I can with 
an equipoised airship raise and lower myself, 
go backward or forward, or turn in any direc- 
tion without loosing a foot of gas or a pound 
of bailast. I claim that my ship is the most 
practical for testing air currents and sailing 
in any direction with perfect control of the 
machine. With the large wings I have at- 
tached to the sides of the balloon itself, 
spreading on the principle of a pigeon's wiugs. 
I can either use them as a parachute in de- 
scending or as an air plane in either ascent or 
descent. Then in case of accident to 
the balloon or a collapse it would just wab- 
ble to the earth in safety with those spread 
out. As you will see by the cut, the fans or 
propellers play a prominent part in my in- 
vention. There are two main sets of thein, 
and the balloon is so evenly balanced that 
wherever in the air it may be stopped there 
the propellers will float it. The one on the 
stern takes the place of a rudder, and the 
one on the other end draws either forward 
or backward. One is operated by a system 
of wheels, moved by hand, while the other 
and the fan-like wheels on the balloon itself 
are to be worked by an electric motor which 
Edison is now making for me.“ . 

Mr. Campbell has been a modest inventor 
twenty-five years, making a study of aerial 
navigation while working at his trade of jew- 
eler in Brooklyn and obtaining some patents 
from time to time on different aerial naviga- 
tion ideas. Prof. S. F. B. Morse, the inventor 
of the telegraph, and Horace Greeley often 
used to call on him, discuss aerial navigation, 
and watch him build his models. 

His first model took seven years to com- 
lete and then was exhibited as a crank idea. 
t was in 1850 that he first seriously contem- 

plated the idea of aerial navigation. In four- 
teen years he made 800 balloon * 

e 
now demonstrates the perfect practicability 
of his invention by a model ship six feet ir 
length run by clockwork, which will paddle 
around for hours in a room or hall- 
way, going up or down, sideways, or even 
turning completely around. 

When his new ship is completed he will, so 
he says, be able to take one person ata time 
to any reasonable height, and raise, lower, or 
cause the ship to remain stationary at will.

ed that if the people were waiting for low 
fares they should have them at once, With 
that end in view, preparations wére imme- 
diately set on foot to start the cheap excur- 
sions regardless of combinations, association 
agreements, or any other arrangement that 
had been previously entered into by the roads 
east of Chicago te keep the rates up to a high 
figure. This action is accepted as à solution 
of the discussion that has been going on for 
months, and it is understood that all the other 
roads in Eastern territory will -immediately 
follow the lead taken bythe Lake Shore. In 
fact, preparations have already. been com- 
pleted by the Baltimore and Ohio and the 
Michigan Central to start their cheap excur- 
sions without further delay. Tracks have been 
assigned to them at the Terminal sta- 
tion, and they have hung up their sign 
boards. To the Pennsylvania baw been as- 
signed the first two tracks on the north side 
of the yard.

ARE AS OLD AS HUMANITY 


Games Shown in the Ethnological Exhibit 
at the Fair. 

The Ethnological Department is the sick 

man’ of the Expcsition. It ip already two 

months behind the othe: departments, and 


will apparently be three months behind them 


before it ig opened. Chief Putnam lays the 
blame on the Construction Department, and 


the Construction Department has not taken 


the trouble to deny what he says about it, 

At any rate the doors of the Bthnological 
Building are carefully watched by the Colum- 
bian Guard, who rigidly excludes visitors, and 
Chief Putnam will talk about anything rather 
than the probable time of completing and 
opening his department. The floors of the 
building are covered with unopened boxes, 
and the large open spaces still reverberate 
with the noise of the saw and the hammer. 


The Hygiene and Sanitation Department and 


the Charities and Corrections sections, which 
occupy the southern end of the building, and 
which are not properly a part of the ethno- 
logical display, are practically ready and the 


officers in charge of them are clamoring for 


an immediate opening. On this account Chief 
Putnam is thinking of allowing a partial 
opening of the building tomorrow. He may 
open the south doors amd place barriers be- 
tween these sections amd the sections north 
of it. 2 

Among the sections af the ethnological dis- 
play proper which-are far enough advanced 
to give some idea of what they will be is that 
of Folk Lore, which has been created 
by and is in Charge of Stewart 
Culin, an eminent archmologist. 
Though comparatively ja young man he is di- 
rector of the Museum of Archeology and 
Poleontology in the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. Recording Secretary of the Numismat- 
ic and Antiquarian Society of Pennsylvania, 
Secretary of the Oriental club of Philadel- 


hia, a member of the Spanish Academy of 


istory at Madrid, a corresponding member 
of the Anthropological Society of Florence, 
and of the Societé Sinico Japanese of ris. 
He was also the Secretary of the United States 
Commission at the recent Columbian Exposi- 
tion at Madrid. 

Mr. Culin's folk lore exhibit is divided 
three portions, devoted respectively to 
itive games and religions and cus 
The portion devoted to primitive mes 
is arranged under the following heads: 
Puzzles. children's games, lottery games, 
board games, dice, dominos, dice games on 
boards, and*playing carils. Mr. Culin has not 
yet unpaeked that part of his exhibit relating 
to religions and customs, and not all of that 
relating to games. His showcases at present 
only contain the matter relating to dice, flom- 
inos, dice games on boards, and playing cards, 
and a few pieces relating to board mes. 
These alone, however, represent years of toil 


into 
rim- 
ms. 


Mr. Culin is extremely sensitive concerning 
his specialty. «What worries him is that shal- 
low and ignorant people view his work as a 
fad and his museum as a cabinet of curios, 
whereas he regards his work as an important 
branch of ethnological research and his mu- 


seum as a collection of clews to the origin 


and development of humanity. He 7288 
that he is practically in the same field as Max 
Müller, who by his studies in Sanscrit has 
demonstrated the Aryan. origin of the 
European races, and drs a pretty fair pict- 
ure of the Aryans themselves. 

To describe al! the ebjects which Mr. Culin 
has collected, and which are eredited to the 
University of Pennsylvania, W. H. Wilker- 
son, the British Consul at Swatow, China; 
Lady Charlotte Schreiber, the daughter af an 
English peer; Mrs. J. K Van Rensseiaef, and 
twenty other distinguished exhibiters, would 

uire a volume, and a large one at that. 

ao result of Mr. Culin’s researches ig the 
„% demonstration of the extreme antiquity of 
certain games, their almost worldwide use, 
and their close relationship with each other. 
The best illustration of this is the 
evolution of playing cards from the 
knucklebones of a sheep. The use 
of the two knuekle-bonies of a sheep or goat 
as a pair of dice, though found in some parts 
of the world today, is as old as humanity it- 
self. It is proved that values were assigned 
to the different faces of each bone, and that 
they were played with in games of chance in 
two ways. They were sometimes thrown into 
the air to fall haphazard on the ground; and 
were sometimes shot out of the fingers like 
marbles. Fromſthe knuckle-bones were slow- 
ly evolved the artificial dice, At first these 


“were formed in elongated cubes and after- 


wards in regularicubes. For awhile they were 
fashioned out of bone; then they were made 
of wood faced with bone); then of wood only; 
and finally of stone. But the strange thing 
is the characters inscribed on the faces, In 
some cases they are broad depressions 
but for the most part they are roun 
holes which bgeome finally black spots. 
The oldest one that Mr. Culin has was found 
in the ruins of Naucratiis, in Egypt, and can- 
not be less than 2,500 years old. 

The next step in the evolution was the origin 
of dominos, It is found that there 
are just twenty-one different combina- 
tions of the faces of dice, and 
these combinations correspond to the 
twenty-one pieces in the game of dominos, as 
every one has perhaps observed. But every 
one does not know that dominos, after having 
been for ages made of béne, were subsequent- 
ly printed on paper, and that these printed 


‘dominos became the basis of the modern play- 


ing cards. The transition seems to have oc- 
curred in China and to have been partly a 
corruption of the old by si For instance, 
on the Chinese printed dominos, where the 
four spots of the dice are represented, they 
sometimes run together, or are rudely connect- 
ed, so as to resemble very closely the club ” 
on playing cards. Mr. Culin's theory is, how- 
ever, that the playing cards of modern times 
were evolved only in part from the Chinese 
dominos and in part from a Chinese 
game played with strips of paper made 
to resemble Chinese money. The reason is 
that the cards of this last game are divided 
into four suits of ten each, with a varying 
number of face cards added to each suit. 

The display will be found to be won- 
derful in proportion to the study given to it. 
As to the ethnological value of these discov- 
eries it seems to turn om one point. 
games may have been carried from one part 
of the world to another, or they may have 
originated independently in every part of the 
world, as a uniform expression of human 
nature. If, as is most probable, they were 
spread from one place tp another, the prob- 
lem of the origin and spread of humanity 
over the globe may ultimately be solved by 
their means.

Although what purported to be a full list of 
the officers and seamen saved arrived at the 
Admiralty this morning and was given out to 
the public at noon, should it as a matter of 
fact be far from trustworthy it will not be 
surprising. Such errors as are due to diffi- 
culties of transmission over wire and to other 
causes are so apparent that for some time 
the authorities hesitated whether they should 
give out the list or not. Every pains has been 
taken by a special staff of clerks to 
verify the numbers and so forth and check 
the list with the greatest care. It was finally 
decided, however, to issue the list even 
though it might be imperfect. I, as well as 
the majority of those who visited the Ad- 
miralty on business today, could not avoid 
being struck by the absence of any crowd 
of relatives of the subordinate officers 
who might have been expected to throng the 
gates in order to learn news of husbands and 
fathers. Not even the usual crowd of sight- 
The fact is London is too 
large a city for even misfortune of this mag- 
nitude to seriously affect its usual currents 
of life. As to the seamen’s relatives, 
they are in all probability to be chiefly 
found at Portsmouth or Chatham. As re- 
gards the theories and opinions as to the

Hopkins, now commanding the North Amer- 
ican station, who recently visited New York 
in the flagship Blake for the naval review. 

Wonder has been expressed that the water- 
tighf compartments did not keep the vessel 
afloat. As explained, however, in former dis- 
patches, the possession of these compartments 
proved . curiously enough a source of weak- 
ness rather than of strength. Asone naval 
officer put it to me it was really capsized by 
its watertight compartments. 

The fact of so large a proportion of 
midshipmen having been drowned, to- 
gether with Chaplain Morris, who was also 
naval instructor, points to the fact that they 
were at school on the lower deck when the 
collision took place. Otherwise the majority 
of the lads would have been on. deck, and the 
probability is that as they could ailswim like 
ducks most of them would have been. saved. 
In consequence of the impossibility of getting 
details from Syria about the loss of the Vic- 
toria London newspaper news agencies were 
driven to invent particulars of the situation. 

As actual news of the disaster has thus far 
been meager about the collision the public 
naturally wants more, which there is no way 
of getting except somebody from Tripoli 
offers matter by land lines.

MANIFESTO ISSUED BY THE PAR- 


NELLITE FACTION. 


Important Facts Touching the Struggle for 
Home Rule=Bitter Assertions as to Al- 
leged Abandonment of Principle=At- 
tack on the Policy of the Irish Clergy 
Celtic Patriots Said to Have Become 
the Tail of the Liberal Kite—Gladstone’s 
Tax Clause Denounced. 


London, June 24.—The following appeal 
issued by the leaders of the Parnellite section 
2 — Irish Parliamentary party explains 

To the Irish people in America: Relying upon 
your devotion to Ireland and mindful of the gen- 
erous part you have taken in building up and 
maintaining the struggle for nationality under 
the leadership of the late Charles Stewart Par- 
nell, we venture to address you at this moment 
of extreme peril to our ceuntry’s cause and in 
the face of a danger during which it would be a 
betrayal of the trust imposed on us to refrain 
from communicating with you in regard to the 
loyal feeling and brotherhood among the good 
men of our race in America. 

Respect for the national character has hitherto 
prevented an attempt on our part to involve you 
in the unhappy controversy and unpleasant 
strife that the desertion and betrayal of Mr. Par- 
nell have given rise to. We feel that the time has 
come to place the facts before you and to enlist 
your sympathy in our endeavor to save from ship- 
wreck the movement on which the future of our 
common country and the hopes of the children 
largely depend. 

The surrender of Mr. Parnell, in obedience to 
English dictation, by the men who only the day 
before had vowed to uphold bim against the 
world was the abandonment of the sacred prin- 
ciple of parliamentary agitation which was mak- 
ing the Irish cause to be respected throughout 
the world—the principle of absolute independ- 
ence of all English parties. 

Sad Results Follow. 

That had been followed by a warfare in Ire- 

land, cruel and relentless, against everybody re- 

to participate in the betrayal or to 
surrender the right of independent judg- 
ment on Irish politics, backed by the wealth 
and influence of a great English party inter- 
ested in the issue and aided by the intoler- 
ance and political shortsightedness of the vast 
body of the Irish clergy, who, in nearly all 
periods of our history, have favored wasting the 
energies of our people in a stupid attachment to 
an English faetion. Lou will readily understand 
how the Irish Whigs succeeded in driving 
from parliamentary life at the last 
election sterling representatives whose 
names were familiar through all the 
years of our struggle, who had borne their part 
in every endeavor to secure Irgsh liberty, and 
whose offense consisted of a steadfast adherence 
to the principle of loyalty to the leader who had 
served Ireland well and faithfully. Their places 
in the nationalist ranks were filled with men of 
no training or experience and who mostly had 
never contributed a day’s service to the national 
movement, their sole qualification having been 
ready obedience to every order of an English 
Minister, and the security that they cannot and 
will not bring independent judgment to bear on 
any concession that Ireland is offered. 

Had we been enabled at the general election to 
return twenty members of the House of Com- 
mons who would have stood independent of both 
the English parties, and who would have judged 
proposals of policy each by the amount of good 
which it promised, Ireland’s thousands of evict- 
ed tenants, for whom nothing’ has been done, 
would have been restored to their homes; polit- 
ical prisoners who have amply expiated any of- 
fense of which they may have been guilty would 
have been set at liberty, and the home rule bill 
which is now being discussed in the House of 
Commons would have been a different measure 
from what the present bill is likely to be. 

Tail of the Liberal Kite. 

We observe with pain that even in your ranks 
English influemoe bas asserted its sway and that 
Irish-Americans who themselves 
on their nationality now deem it the better fash- 
ion to do humble duty as an Irish tail of the En- 


glish party. They are donating funds to help the, 


roactionaries in Ireland and have endeavored to 
do them service by spreading calumnies regard- 
ing us in America. 

Two statements it is our duty to notice: The 
first, that we are opposed to the principle of the 
home rule bill ; and the second, that the American 
frnd was intended for the use of both sections of 
the Irish representatives, do not contain a parti- 
cle of truth. So far from sharing in the funds 
raised by the National Federation, they have 


been employed in forcing us to expensive con- 
tests, and when asserting the right of a free elec- 


tion we petitioned against the seating of Mr. 
Michael Davitt and Mr. Patrick Fullam, both 
became bankrupts in order to deprive us of the 
costs awarded by the court. 

Our attitude on the bill introduced by the Lib- 
erals, so far as it fell short of national require- 
ments, has been one of constant vigilance to 
amend its provisions and extend its scope. Our 
opponents have been silent, while restriction 
after restriction has been granted on the bill. 
Our endeavors to secure the name of Parliament 
and tothe lower chamber the tifle House of 
Commons were supported by many English Radi- 
cals, while the Irish representatives claiming to 
be the depositors of national feeling defeated 
them by going over in a body to the government 
and the Tories. 

Gladstone’s Tax Scheme. 

Now the climax has come. The Prime Minister 
has annourced to the House of Commons that he 
intends to withhold from Ireland for six years 
after the passage of the bill, the power of impos- 
ing, controlling, or interfering with her own 
taxes. They are to be regulated by imperial 
authority. Ireland isto be compelled to con- 
tribute one-third of her whole revenue towards 
imperial charges, in addition to a possible war 
tax. The announcment of this proposal caused 
the House of Commons to stand aghast. It was 
received without a protest by the men who sacri- 
ficed Mr. Parnell for an English alliance. It was 
left to us to protest, in the name of the Irish peo- 
ple, against a proposal involving national hu- 
miliation, and calculated to reduce the Irish leg 
islature to impotence and bankruptcy. 

These facts make it clear that if the home rule 
bill be carried it must be rendered worthy of ac- 
ceptance by the Irish, and that the fight for na- 
tionality, both for Ireland and her Parliament, 
must be maintained with vigor. We commit to 
you the solemn duty of donating your share to 
the work in which we are engaged. We appeal 
to you in a great crisis that is more 
dangerous than any that has heretofore 
threatened the national life of Ireland within 
our memory. The resources of our people 
at home and their position to make a stand for 
freedom of political thought and action are se- 
verely taxed. The combined forces against which 
we are compelled to struggle are ever potent to 
delay the dawn of freedom. Whether they may 
not succeed today asin the past depends in no 


small measure upon your exertions and the aid 


you may be able to offer us in maintaining the 


struggle.

DISEASE THAT RESEMBLES CHOLERA 


Four Cases in the Necker Hospital at Paris 
Plans for Treatment. 
| SPECIAL CABLE: ] 

Paris, June 24.—There are four cases of a 
disease resembling cholera in Necker Hos- 
pital in this city. Two persons died here this 
week of a similar disease, two of the sick 
persons are in danger, and others are slightly 
affected. Necker Hospital isa great institu- 
tion in Ruede Zeres, where a special pavilion 
has been prepared for the first cholera cases 
occurring in Paris. It is in charge of Dr. Leon 
Young, a physician who was first to discover 
Koch bacillus in cholera patients in Paris 
last year. He assured your correspondent 
that none of the persong he had under his 
care this year has exhibited Koch bacilli. 
Only one had bacilli at all and they. were. not 
of the true Koch variety, It is, however, a 
difieult feat to identify baeilli. The cor- 
respondent visited the late dwelling place of 
one or the dead “per 
Maroelline Barthelmy. 
Ouest, a poor distant part of Paris, but 
comparing favorably with Essex street, 
New Tork, and others of that  neigh- 
borhood. A local doctor who sent her to 
the hospital declares she presented unmis- 
takably every symptom of cholera, but he 
has mo time for the pursuit of bacilli. The 
wine and rum supplied to the poor and Seine 
water are always liable to produce chalera, 
and her death, which occurred the day after 
her admission to the hospital, was induced by 
the former. The other dead person was also 
a woman, who lived on the Boulevard Pere- 
rire,a clean, wealthy street where is Bern- 
hardt’s house. It it certain there are a con- 
siderable number of such cases. A Paris phy- 
sician of the Hotel Dieu, named Lyon, 
told your correspondent. he has had a patient 
who produced genuine Koch bacilli but recov- 
ered, He was a boatman, who drank a quart 
of Seine water after breakfast. An official. of 
the Assistance Publique, explaining the pnepa- 
rations made for the reception of cholera cases 
omitted to mention four patients in the Neoke 
Hospital, though questioned forcibly. Two 
places have been prepared for pavilion in 
Neoke, with forty-eight beds. A plan has 
been drawn up for placing 1,300 beds in. iso- 
lated buildings, but the location is not made 
public for fear of frightening the neighbors. 
Somé secretive official stated that French law, 
greatly respecting the rights of the individual, 
does not allow sanitary authority to remove 
any @ne suffering from cholera or any disease 
whatever from a private dwelling. He stoutly 
declared that he would himself refuse to be 
moved if he had cholera.

6,459 cast for Herr Taeterow, who stood in 
the interest of the Social Demociatie party.

Waiting for William's Spech, 

The speech of Emperor William opening 
the session of the Reichstag is awaited with 
much anxiety, as report hints that his lan- 
guage will menace a restriction of the suf- 
frage. 

In an interview today a prominent Minister 
said that the government neither anticipated 
a further dissolution of the Reichstag nor any 
encroachment on the suffrage. On the con- 
trary, he hoped that an entente between the 
dominant political groups would be effected 
and the army bill speedily passed. 

Dr. Stephan and other political notables 
voted for Lanerhaus today.

Preparing for a Crown Speech. 

It is learned from a trustworthy source that 
the speech from the throne for which the 
Kaiser will: return at the end of this month 
will be ot capital importance. The Emperor 
himself dictated the poin‘s and a well-known 
functionary at the Foreign Office was charged 
with editing the text, which the Kaiser will 
look through and correct according to the 
manner in which he views the situation at 
that time. The discourse will treat first of 
the military question, but also of the alleged 
social danger which will result from the re- 
cent elections. 

The reading of this speech will, it is said, 
take place with special solemnity, .What this 
special solemnity is for one can scarce 
imagine. It is said the speech will afterward 
be distributed and posted up throughout the 
country. This is the first time since 1879

The 
city is preparing to outdo itself. Apart from 
natural patriotic enthusiasm the people are 
spurred to this by the benefits that have al- 
ready come from this approaching marriage. 
Retail trade everywhere has improved and the 
shops have never had such a good season. 
These decorations are simply the outward 
manifestation of thanks for increased busi- 
ness. 

The suggestion made by the Lord Mayor of 
London to the Mayors of other towns that all 
money collected for presents should be turned 
into a common fund and given asa dowry to 
the bride does not meet with wildly enthusias- 
tic approval, Sturdy little Wales has spoken 
plainly and said itis glad to give Princess 
May a present, but not of money.

Rain Too Late, 

The latter part of the week has seen @ num- 
ber of rainstorms, and so once again the 
weather returns to its normal condition as a 
topic of conversational interest.

However, the last two days have wit- 
nessed a general improvement in most parts 
of Europe and all over England. The only 
good this long dry spell has done is to keep 
away cholera, Experts declare that dry 
weather is the greatest enemy of the disease. 

Steady March of Cholera, 

Still cholera keeps marching on and on, It 
has spread in the South of France from Cette 
to Nimes, from Nimes to Montpelier, from 
Montpelier to Alais, from Alais to Toulon 
and Lyons, and is now persistently, quietly 
marching towards Paris. The French amthor- 
ities conceal the returnsor flatly deny that 
the disease exists. They never admit that a 
town is infected until the outbreak is impossi- 
ble to hide. At Mecca the disease is as bad 
as it could well be, and the deaths 
average nearly 200 a day—1,020 deaths 
are reported from Mecca alone since 
June 16. The English Government has be- 
come alarmed, and Dr. Thorne of the Local 
Government Board has issued a f circular 
warning all the port authorities to look care- 
fully after cholera indications. Consul-Gen- 
eral Collins is adding every safeguard ekperi- 
ence can suggest in inspecting vessels bound 
for America. Every cargo of rags is thor- 
oughly §fumigated before the ship gets a bill 
of health.

The 
wreck lay imbedded in the sand for forty- 
eight years. At the expiration of that time a 
Dutch salvage company recovered £99,898. 
The remainder of the specie, amounting to 
£1,175,000, was never recovered. Nov. 5, of 
the same year, the British cruiser Scepter, 
sixty-four guns, was wrecked in Table Bay, 
on the Cape of Good Hope, and 291 members 
of the crew perished. 

The closing years of the eighteenth century 
and the opening years of the nineteenth 
appear to have been disastrous for the ships 
of the British service, Besides the losses 
already mentioned, the Queen Charlotte, a 
first rate ship of the ne, 110 
guns, the flagship of Lord Keith, then 
commanding the Mediterranean squadron, was 
burned off Leghorn March 17, 1800, and 678 
persons perished out of a crew of 850. The 
Ajax, seventy-four guns, was also lost by fire 
Feb. 14, 1807, while off the Island of Tene- 
dos, and 250 men perished. Dec. 22, 1810, 
H. M. S. Minotans, seventy-four guns, was 
wrecked off the Dutch coast, and 360 lives 
On the same spot eleven years before 
the British ship Nassau, sixty-four gans, went 
down with 100 men. 

On Christmas eve, 1811, there occurred 
one of the worst catastrophes recorded in 
naval history, the St. George, ninety-eight 


guns; the Defense, seventy-four guns, and the 


Hero, sixty guns, all of the British navy, were 
cruising off the Jutland coast, with Admiral 


Reynolds in command. A storm arose and all 


three vessels stranded, Two. thousand offi- 
cers and men perished, only eighteen escap- 
ing. Her Majesty’s ship Avenger, a. steam 
frigate, was lost on the north coast of Africa, 
and all the officers and crew, numbering 200, 
perished Dec. 20, 1847. 

The loss of the British troop ship Birken- 
head is still remembered by the older genera- 
tion. It wasaniron paddle-wheeler of 556 
horse-power, bound from Queenstown to the 
Cape of Good Hope with several detachments 
of British troops. It left Queenstown Jan. 


7, 1852, and Feb. 26 struck the point of a 


submerged pinnacle rock and tore its bottom 
out. Out of 638 persons only 184 were 
saved. 

Another disaster to one of the finest of her 
Majesty’s ships occurred the night of Sept. 
7, 1870, when the ironclad Captain sank in a 
squall off Finisterre. Its Captain, Hugh Bur- 
goyne, and Capt. Cowper Coles, its designer, 
together with 472 seamen, comovosing the 
elite of the service,“ perished. Only eigh- 
teen were saved. The investigation which 
followed this mishap revealed that the vessel 
capsized in a squall and went down in three 
minutes. The official report attributes its de- 
struction to too low freeboard, heavy top 
weight, masts, and hurricane deck.” The 
Captain cost £440,000. 

The United States navy has been compara- 
tively free from disasters involving great loss 
of life, the loss of the Huron being the most 
serious of recent years. The disaster occurred 
Nov. 24, 1877. The vessel was on its way 
from Hampton Roads to Cuba to determine 
the latitude and longitude of the island, re- 
garding which some dispute had arisen. 
When about seventy-five miles from Cape 
Henry and in the neighborhood of Oregon In- 
let, North Carolina, it was struck by a terrific 
storm and quickly went to pieces, One 
hundred and four lives were lost. The Huron 
was a stanch and wel}built vessel, but could 
not stand the force of that memorable storm, 
March 14, 1878, ‘another British ship was 
lost, the Eurydice. It was returning home 
from the Bermudas. when it foundered in a 
squall off Dunrose headland, Isle of Wight. 
Its Captain, O. S. Mare, together with Lieut. 
Tabor and 200 men were lost. In the follow. 
ing August the wreck was raisedland taken to 
Portsmouth. 

May 14, 1878, the German ship of war 
Grosser Kurfurst was lost. This vessel was 
one of a squadron of three ships bound from 
Wilhelmshaven to Gibraltar, When midway 
between Folkestone and Calais the Grosser 
Kurfurst ported its helm to avoid a bark. The 
Konig Wilhelm pulled hard aport atthe same 
instant and the two collidefl. The Kurfurst 
was struck with the Wilhelm’s sharp prow just 
forward of the mizzenmast and sank immedi- 
ately in fifteen fathoms. Out of its comple- 
ment of 500 men only twenty- three officers 
and 123 seamen were rescued. 

Her Majesty’s ship Vanguard, a double- 
screw ironclad that cost the British Govern- 
ment £350,000, was struck in a similar man- 
ner off the Wicklow coast after colliding with 
the Iron Duke Sept. 1, 1875. As this acci- 
dent resembles the. accident to the Victoria 
the findings of the court-martial are interest- 
ing. It was found: First, that the squadron 
of which the Vanguard was one was going at 
too greata speed; second, that Capt. Daw- 
kins, its commander, had left the deck before 
an ordered evolution was performed; third, 
that the speed of the Vanguard had been in- 
judiciously reduced; fourth, that the Iron 
Duke was improperly handled and lacked an 
adequate signal system. Capt. Dawkins was 
reprimanded and dismissed. 

Her Majesty's ship. Doterel, six guns, Capt. 
Richard Evans, was, destroyed by an ex- 
plosion in the Straits of Magellan, April 26, 
1881, and out of 150 on board 148 perished. 


‘The aisasters in the Harbor of Apia, Samoa, 


March 15, 1889, are still fresh in mind. Six 
war vessels were lost, three of them belong- 
ing to the United States navy and three to 
the German navy. The Vandalia, Mipsic, and 
Trenton were the American ships and the 
Eber, Adler, and Olga were the German ships. 
One hundred and forty lives were lost, The 
British torpedo cruiser Serpent was lost off 
the coast of Spain Nov. 11,1890. The dis- 
aster occurred at.a point twenty miles north 
of Cape Finisterre, A violent storm occurred 
and the vessel went on the rocks. There were 
276 persons aboard, of whom only three were 
saved. The Serpent was one of the best Brit- 
ish cruisers. It was making its maiden 1 
when the disaster occurred.

year. There are only fifty-three whose schol- 
arship was not high enough to warrant an ap- 
pointment. Twenty-six members of tlie class 

received Phi Beta Kappa appointments, 
which is the largest number receiving that 
honor with the exception of one year in the 
history of the university, The list includes 
the following:

For appre- 
ciative visitors, however, the Commissioner 
takes from a box with careful hands, 4 brown 
object that looks so much like a humén skull 
that one shrinks from it involuntarily. The 
grinning mouth, with its few discoloréd teeth 
the staring eye-sockets, and the yellow tints 
of the bones are 60 realistic that it isa sur- 
prise when one learns that it is not the skull 
of an aborigine that is held out for inspection, 
but a piece of wood carving that is as wonder- 


ful from an artistic pointof view as it is 
unique, and which has already won for the 
carver a first prize at the Paris Exposition.

Many pieces are not numbered at all; those 
belonging to France are doubly and different- 
ly numbered, much to the puzzling of novices;

the group of one nation from that of another 
It is not unusual to come across a number 
of people standing about some notabie work 
of art and trying in vain to identify it. 

Those who have time to thoroughly visit the 
Art Palace should mark out on the ground 
plan the department or departments they pro- 
pose to visit in one day. On the diagram of 
the catalogue they can keep account of the 
rooms visited. Supposing one designs to 
spend a few hours with English statuary. 
— * to Great Britain,“ page 101, it is 
found that there are fifty-three pieces.

fording lots of light and air. The home is 
supposed to be large enough for a father and 
mother with four children, onea baby. It 
has been estimated that a bread-winner earn- 
ing $10 a week can maintain sucha dwelling 
and support his family in comfort. The house 
is sup d to cost the capitalist who gets it 
built $1,000. The furniture, which is not of 
a cheap grade, costs about $300, including 
pictures, books, bits of china on the mantel,

ily Made and Then Everything 
Will Be Smooth Sailing=Many Persons 
Looking for Investment Who Will Ex- 
pend Money Just as Soon as Affairs 
Quiet Down Foresight of One New York 
Banker and His Reward. 


New York, June 24.——[Speeial, }--The finan- 
cial situation is much mixed. Wall street is 
trying to take a cheerful view of things and 
New York bankers are earnestly endeavoring 
todo what they can to relieve t dis- 
tress. It is now announced that funds lately 
shipped by wholesale to the West are return- 
ing in large volume this way. If this be true 
it is a wholesome indication and may lead to 
somethirig materially advantageous. The gold 
importation early this week may be dupli- 
cated during the week tocome. Wall street 
generally has insisted that the engagement 
for shipment this way this week was a special 
one, and a purely speculative transaction not 
warranted by conditions, This is not a fair 
conclusion. On the basis of exchange rates 
prevailing early this week the engagement of 
gold was not only natural but profitable. 

Money is a drug in London, Lenders there 
are glad to take 1 or 2 per cent per annum 
and on time contracts. Call funds are down 
to one-half of 1 per cent. Under such condi- 
tions itis hardly probable that New York can 
long maintain the rates which have ruled this 
week of from 10 to 30 per cent. In the opin- 
ion of conservative bankers, men of long ex- 
perience and identified closely. with the most 


important financial transactions,our high rates. 


are not likely to continue long. A stiff rate 
for money will probably rule during the re- 
mainder of this year, butabnormal conditions 
must pass away soon. There is much anxiety 
over July 1 settlements. Wall street worries 
and worries over this apprehension; but as a 
matter of fact ‘there seems to be no founda- 
tion for anything grave.

unfair to assume that there has been a gener- 
al preparation for the worst features that now 
appear in the situation, In addition to the 
payments due July 1 it must be remembered 
that there are also big ¢ollections—big pay 
ments for dividends and jinterest—also due as 
an offset at that time. 
It looks now as if after July 1, when the 
worst will have been met and experienced, we 
should have not only a fairly money 
market, but one in which lenders rather than 
borrowers will be making concessions.

some of our banks as asinine. hen last 
fall evidences began toappear of approaching 
troubles in the financial world many of our 
banks loftily disdained to give any considera- 
tion whatever to developments. nkers who 


then were inclined to take conservative views 
and who presumed to ad vise their friends and 
customers to prepare for the crisis which has 
since come were laughed at, sneered at, in- 
veighed against. 

One banker of consequence, who was frankly 
outspoken in his belief that a grave situation 
was at hand, was made the object of especial 
attack. Other bankers called him a calamity 
howler, Hé was a bear, they said; none of 
the serious developments: which he appre- 
hended could come to pass, they were sure. 
He stood almost alone in his predictions 
and his preparations. The tune is changed 
now. is bank, almost alone of the big 
banks of New York, has escaped heavy losses. 
J. Edwards Simmons, President of the 
Fourth National Bank, is this one man of all 
our bankers who, in advance, saw the situa- 
tion clearly, accommodating himself and his 
interests to it, and is now able to realize the 


profits which belong to business penetration

Some of the banks in New York Dave bess 
heavy losers during the last three months. 
The Cordage smashup hit many of them, so 
it has been with all the commercial failures 
here and with r of them in the West. 
One result is that there has been nd 4 oet y 
a nervousness and timidity in banking circ 
If you go te your bank to get money it is not 
a question of your solvency at all, you are 
turned down on the general 4 5 that 
no ‘accommodation can be granted whatever. 
This sort of thing is occasioning distress. 

Stocks cannot rise when everything else is 
on the ground, Itlooksas if Wall street must 
have a waiting time before any improvement 
comes. Yet the moment gold imports seem 
to be assured, the moment that local money 
rates go downward we are sure to have a 
boom—for the country is fairly crowded with 
people who do have money and who are on 
the qui vive to grab bargains at the very ear- 
liest moment such grabbing seems safe.

The suggestion of the author of the 
primer in geography was adopted and we are 
called Americans instead of Columbians or 
Castilians. 

It may be said that one result of the present 
exhibition is to clear up the cter of 
Americus Vespuccius from having ever at- 
tempted to wrest from Columbus his fame. 
The St. Die printer, who had never heard of 
Columbus, was highly grateful to Vespuc- 


eius, who had also sailed much, and prob- 


ably had a better mind to make a compendious 
statement than Columbus. 

It appears that on the Santee River, in 
South Carolina, they were manufacturin 
cotton by machinery in 1790, but you will 
88 find the descendants of these spin- 
ners in New England. 

As I go around among the cloth exhibits I 
am reminded that Gen. Washington, in 1789, 
visited a mill at Hartford, Conn., which made 
5,000 yards of cloth and sold it at $5 a yard. 
Washington wrote in his diary: Their 
broadcloths are not of the first quality as yet, 
but they are good, as are their cassinets, cas- 
simeres, serges, and everlastings: of the broad- 
cloth I ordered a suit to be sent to me at New 
York, and of the commoner goods a whole 
piece to make breeches for my servants.“ 

He addressed Congress the next time in a 
suit of Hartford broadcloth, and John Jay, 
when Minister to France, and Baron Steuben 
wore these cloths as a matter of pride. 

The old chieftain reported in 1792, when 
he visited the duck card factory at Bos- 
ton: ** They can undersell the imported cards, 
nay, cards of this manufactory have been 
smuggled into — 

The leather industry in the United States 
was worth $130,000,000 in the administra- 
tion of Gen. Taylor and employed 146,000 
persons. Having imported some big cattle 
from Denmark, the Ingalls family of Lynn, 
near Boston, began a tannery about 1630, 
and a shoemaker followed in tive years, and 
from these paragon «1 we record the vast shoe 
industry of Lynn, which has produced a Vice- 
ident in Henry Wilson.

As I rove among the American machineries 
I find that nearly every one of them has a 
respectable origin in time. 

Have is Tiffany’s extensive vilion con- 
tai more diamonds and rich things than 
any exhibit here. Tiffanys had to unlearn the 
French methods of doi business before 
they came to American stability. They com- 
menced in 1837 as a stationery and gewgaw 
shop and in 1841 sent one of their partners 
to Europe where he bought Palais Royal 
jewels which were pinchbeck, mere brilliants, 
and fixed up things. The Americans inti- 
miated that they would like to have something 
genuine so the Tiffamys began to buy dia- 
monds about 1848 when the revolution of 
that year made the court diamonds go cheap 
in, the market. 

‘In 1850 they sent to Boston and got Mr. 
Reed, a first-class jeweler of long antecedents, 
to go over to Paris and be their jeweler, and 
at the same time put their repair shop into 
‘condition to make it a manufactory. In 
course of time they appeared at all the great 
sales of diamonds in the world and paid 
$100,000 at the sale of Princess Esterhazy’s 
diamonds, and brought to this country the 
headgear of diamonds worn by Marie Antoin- 
ette. 

,Great Shipyards. 

Looking around among the shipbuilders 
who appear here from every country I see 
Cramps, who have built so many of our ships 
of war. They date back to the first quarter of 
the century and built the first propeller tug- 
boat in this country, those little things you 
‘see flying around our harbors with the strength 
of giants towing the big steamships.

Famous Firms. 


The Harrisons, who figure so extensively in 
our manufactures, made oil of vitriol in Phil- 
adelphia in 1806, the first in the country. 

Here, too, are the Wetherills of Philadel- 
phia, who made white lead before the Ameri- 
can Revolution. 

Buying a history of Sussex County, En- 
gland, I there found that William Penn had 
taken 700 of the best mechanics, mill wrights 
carpenters, etc., out of that county and 
brought them to the United States. The first 
county he struck, at the mouth of the Dela- 
ware, he named in their honor Sussex County. 

In 1820 we made only 400 tons of white 
lead im the whole country, and at the end of 
the civil war we made 14,000 tons. A White 
lead manufacturer of Cincinnati, Mr. 
Goshorn, was the President or Director-Gen- 
eral of the Philadelphia Exhibition. 

Umbrellas commenced to be madeona 
large scale in this country in 1820 by the 
Wrights, who are still at it, and who were 
four brothers, all from Oxfordshire, England. 
For ten years they made only 100 umbrellas 
a day and by the time of the civil war made 
3,000 a day. | | 

The different shot towers in this country, 
such as that in Philadelphia, were put up as 
early as — +g the height of 180 feet. 

The geniusf the Pennsylvania mechanics 
appeared at Baltimore, where most of the 
early establishinents were of Pennsylvania 
introduction, and many of them are still so. 
The Ellicotts went from Bucks County and 
founded Ellicott City, Md. 

They were making cannons in 1814 at the 
Fort Pitt works, Pittsburg, to be used by 
Commodore Perry on Lake Erie. It was many 
a year before we began to make copper and 
brass out there, say in 1850, after we had de- 
veloped Lake Superior copper. 

Old Peter Cooper, whose green cotton um- 
brella was so familiar in New York, and who 
left a legacy of gratitude to the many young 
men who are being trained at his schools, 
was a simple smith, who made engines in 
Baltimore in the first third of our century, 
and here we see his descendants still showing 
extended rolling mills, ete., which Cooper 
and Hewitt control. 

The Chicopee works near Springfield, 
Mass., started in 1829, and began to manu- 
facture cutlery, and here we have lots of it 
before our faces surrounding everything else; 
these people cast the first American statuary, 
such as the gates of the Capitol at Washing- 
ten, the statue of Washington in New York, 
and that of De Witt Clinton in Greenwood 
Cemetery. f 
It is nonsense to talk about Americans be- 
ing wanting in stability as manufacturers. 
They have gone through all kinds of tariffs 
and no-tariffs, and here they are uncomplain- 
ing, knowing very well that the do-nothi 
and general haters of American industry will 
have their brief day, and still be living on the 
public offices. 

How could this Exhibition be given except 
for the confidence the Americans have in their 
extended manufactures, vast internal trade, 
and belief that their products will attract other 
nations? 

We might carry this list much. longer, and 
as reading about machinery is dull business, 
you will like to go back and see the traction 
engine and the other engines which hauled our 
first train of cars out here. 

The Pennsylvania railroad shows the cars 
which originally ran on the Camden and 
Amboy railroad, when old Commodore Van- 
derbilt met with an accident and got lame for 
life; Harlan & Hollingsworth of Wilmington, 
Del., show an exact reproduction of the first 
train of cars they put on the Delaware roads. 
The Transportation Building isa plac to 
have a prayer meeting, and thank the spi... of 
mechanism for the comfort we have in this 
day and generation, and yet grumble about it. 

Sugar refiners who exhibit here go a good 
ways back--the Havemeyers to 1805. 

ere are the exhibits of John Stephenson, 
who began to build cars in 1831, building his 
first street car in 1832, to run to Harlem: as 
long ago as 1843 he moved up to his plain 
works in Twenty-sixth street, whence he has 
been turning out to every nation on the globe 
an endless procession of street cars. 


Vast Growth of Late Years. 


In 1860 Chicago had less than twelve mill- 
ions of total products forall her factories, 
and today such factories as the Pullman 
works will turn out that value of carsina 
year. John Bookwalter told me that the most 
complete iron mill in the United States was 
owned in Chicago. 

The factories here have been built up since 
there was any authentic story of American 
manufactures. But for those manufactures, 
which riddle Chicago in every direction, the 
amount of traffic on the streets would be com- 
paratively light. 

A good many suggestions come to the mind 
as one walks around the machines with intel- 
ligent guides. 

2 — much silk do you suppose the world 
produces at the present time? 

The latest authority puts it down at 8320, 


000,000 worth of silk annually, of which 


France produces two-fifths of the whole, with 
her 230,000 looms. China and Japan grow 
one-half of all the raw silk. 

Cobden’s treaty of commerce with France 
destroyed the manufacture of English silks, 
for the English had not the art of the French 
in their designs. 8 

The United States imports $25,000,000 a 
year of raw silk, and yet we have country and 
climate enough to produce the whole of it, 
while these squalid farmers who insist on 
raising wheat and not painting their houses 
complain that they have nothing to do. 

Laziness is the fault of many a man who 
calls himself an agriculturist. You see lazi- 
ness in these Western farms, after you leave 
Ohio; the houses you see from the ‘railroads 
show no civilization except in the towns. The 
country has been so little fixed up that the 
young men leave it and go to places where 
they can get lights at night, sidewalks, and 
decent accommodations. 

How oid *do you suppose silk is? It was 
spun in China 2,640 years before Christ, and 
Isaiah seems to refer to it when he says, 
They that work in sirokott or fine flax and 
they that weave networks shall be confound- 
ed. Even in that day Isaiah was a grumbler 
and wanted to have the manufactures pulled 
down so he could fill the world with his loud 
whine, but Jeremiah saw him one better on 
that till McDougall came and waved at Briggs. 

The Chinese, who did everything early, 
claim that they made silk before Noah. There- 
fore, it must have been that Noah carried two 
silkworms in the ark, that the earth might be 
repeopled, and he must be the father of the 
cocoon, having behaved himself when he 
came ashore a good deal like a butterfly. 

How do you suppose the silkworm got into 
Europe? 

I was not there, but a friend of mine was. 

A couple of priests went to China from 
Persia to convert the Chinese. Of course, 
they would have been the same Chinese after 
they were converted, or we should have lost 


‘some interest in things they manufactured. 


But the converters came back with their hands 
full of silkworms’ eggs in the year 522. They 
took these silkworm eggs and brought them 
in a hollow cane to Justinian the Emperor, 
who had the silkworms fed on wild mulberry 
leaves at Constantinople. 

There surely should bea stained glass win- 
dow in some cathedral to these priests and 
these silk worms. |

UNIQUE FOUNTAINS OF COOLNESS, 


Ingeriious Device for Tempering the Air 
| in the Krupp Pavilion. . 
Jackson Park is full of novelties, and one 
of the most unique is the two refrigerating 
fountains in the Krupp pavilion, where the 
great guns are on exhibition and where refrig- 
eration is needed about as much as anywhere 
on the grounds, 

A gteat many people have wished time and 
ugain that there was some way of cooling a 
room in summer in the same way that a stove 
will warm it in winter. Yet the cooling of the 
atmosphere of an overheated room seems to 
be not much of a novelty in Germany. It has 
been practiced in the great Krupp fabrik 
in Essen for a year ortwo. Consequently 
when Herr Krupp was arranging his 
great éxhibit here he decided, as a matter of 
course, to also introduce this boon to per- 
spiring humanity. Accordingly, in each end of 
his great gun pavilion he has erected a great 
fountain of coolness, which will make it, on 
manyilays at least, one of the most comfort- 
able places on the grounds. 

These fountains are about twenty feet high, 
the lower ten feet being of gray artificial 


fountain, and terminating on top in a circular 
basin. Rising from the center of this basin is 
a spiral of two-inch iron pipe about five feet 
high. Above that the spiral is. perhaps 
three feet in diameter ahd five feet higher. 
The epirals look exactly as if they were de- 
signed as a radiator for heating the room by 
steam: Indeed they look so much that way 
that né one seems to pay any attention to 
them or to ask what they are: It is possible 
also that they are regarded as some sort of 
mechajnical exhibit. 

The principle on which these fountains are 
to be operated is simple. In the engine- 
rdom of the pavilion there is to be an ap- 
paratus for cooling salt water. It will be ex- 
actly similar to the machine for making ice, 
except. that carbonic acid gas will be sub- 
stitutell for ammonia. After the salt water 
has ben cooled down to zero it will be 
pump@d through the coils of pipe in the 
fountains. At the same time the water of the 
fountain will be trickled over the.coil and 
frozen to it. This will produce a beautiful 
frozen cascade, which will by meltmg cool the 
ait and be frozen constantly by the salt water 
in the pipe. 

It is said that these fountains will cause a 
delightful coolness in theft of the pavilion. 
People who are uncomfortably warm will 
crowd around them and hold out their hands 
to be cooled, just as they have been ac- 
customed to hold them out to the fire to be 
warme.

Illustrating the Life and Customs of the 
Far EasteAccount Books, Scales and 
Measures, Cooking Utensils, and Table 
Ware Help Visitors to Understand the

A special feature of the folk-lore exhibit in 
the Anthropological Building is the collection 
illustrative of the life and customs of the Chi- 
nese in the United States made by the 
_ Archzological Museum of the University of 
Pennsylvania. The collection embraces 
shrines, religious and ceremonial objects, 
charms and amulets, implements for fortuné 
telling, musical instruments, games and 
amusements, utensils for writing, account 
books, scales and measures, implements used 
in the shop, cooking utensils and table furni- 
ture, articles of dress and adornment—every- 
thing, in fact, that is peculiar to these inter- 
esting peoplein the little settlements they 
have formed in Américan cities. In the al- 
most universal prejudice against the Chinese 
in this country their importance to the 
student of ethnology has been overlooked, 
It is generally supposed that everything worth 
knowing is already known about them and 
that while they may interest a few sentimental 
persons who are. intent upon their 
conversion to Christianity, or a few 
others with a weakness for commonplace 
curios, their life is made up of a fondness for 
red signs, outlandish dishes, queer notions 
about their bones, and a special aptitude for 
the laundry business. But to the special stu- 
dent they area source of perpetual interest 
and wonder. He need not make long jour- 
neys to find them, or pass days and months 
among remote and barbarous people, but 
here in Chicago he can make observations 
upon a community living in another stage of 
the world than our own and on another plane 
of culture. He can find a new point of view, 
and fit himself to see the world as the ethnglo- 
gist must be able to see it to make observa- 
tions of practical utility. “ , 

Character of Chinese Villacers. 

The Chinese villagers who come to America 
leave homes where life ‘has been much the 
same for maybe ten and probably twenty 
centuries. They have been accustomed to 
govern themselves, subject only to the heads 


empire or its rulers. They are, in fact, a 
primitive people, not unenlightened, and very 
apt to learn, but yet a distinctly village peo- 
ple, full of notions and prejudices handed 
down from remote generations. They have 
been jealous of strangers in their little com- 
munities. Their country has been disturbéd 
for ages by robbers and insurrections. Secret 
leagues have pillaged them; government tax

tions that have taken the place of religious 
dogmas with their ritualistic teachers deal 
with the great natural powers—the sun, the 
moon, the rain, and the sea. All plants have 
their legends and they have their virtues. 
They look for 9 and portents in nature, 
the mother of all things. Death they do not 
know as some of us know, but regard it only 
as the time when the vital essences pass from 
the human body, not to be instantly ex- 
i ed or to dwell again in paradise, but 
to wander for a while on earth until they waste 
into nothitigness, or, as some profess, enter 
again into the bodies of men or beasts and 
continue the cycle of existence. These - 
ple have their merchants and their village 
stores—much like our general stores—and 
they have their own laws, adminis- 
tered not by officials of the general 
government, except in extreme cases, 
but by their own elders, who practically 
endeavor to carry out the theory of govern- 
ment in China and tranquilize their people. 

The collection in the Anthropological Build- 
ing is intended to make the daily life of these 
people better known, Its component objects 
are fully and carefully labeled, and while it 
is primarily intend asa contribution to 
science, it appeals to thoroughbred persons as 
evidence of the many admirable traits of the 
Chinese immigrants. : 

Religious Ceremonials Illustrated. | 

Their religious ceremonials are illustrated 
by two practical shrines, images and pictures 
of their divinities, and a collection of objects 
used in sacrifice. The more scholarly among 
the immigrants, in accordance with the pre- 
cepts of the scholarly cult, do not look with 
favor upon the popular beliefs, but the great- 
er number perform certain rites in nonor of 
articular divinities who dwell in the remote 

eavens and actas intermediaries between 
heaven and earth, and other spirits of 
earth, who, like the celestial deities, 
are the ghosts of mortal men, or have been 
borrowed and nationalized from the Buddhist 
pantheon. The reverence paid to ancestors 
and to ghosts, general and particular, is the 
basis of their belief. 

Beside the shrine of Kwan, the God of War, 
is the small pent house that is erected in 
almost every Chinese shop for the Lord of 
the Place, who is believed to control all 
ghosts within the dwelling. He is thought to 
be the ghost of the first person who dies in the 


| E ; „ just as the ghost of the first governor 
stone, treated artistically, like any ordinary house, just as the gho g 


who dies after the walls of a city are built in 
‘China becomes the city governor. Offerings 
of tea and rice are placed in this little shrine 
with a tiny lamp and incense sticks, and 
foreign as well as Chinese ghosts, according to 
the inscription, are propitiated, 

The images of the gods such as Kwan Tai, 
the God of War, and Kwanyin, the Goddess of 
Mercy, are erected chiefly to ward off 
the influence of wandering ghosts. 
The former is appealed to and 
propitiated at the Chinese New Year, when 
most of the Chinese endeavor to ascertain 
their fortune for the year by casting lots be- 
fore the shrine of the god. : 

Many kinds of incense, purchased in Chi- 
nese shops, are exhibited, including the great 
punk sticks called long life incense,“ the 
slender dark incense sticks used by scholars, 
and the curious coils that go by the name of 
‘incense pagoda.”’ The various kinds of 
mock money are also shown, with the bundles 


burned for the ghosts in the autumn and the 
fragrant sandalwood that is offered before the 
shrine of the “starry sages of wealth, honor, 
and long life at the New Year. This shrine 
is also displayed with the peculiar ceremonial 
cakes that are placed upon it and its ceremo- 
nial fruit offerings. he implements for 
divination include the wooden blocks made of 
the root of the bamboo and the slender num- 
bered sticks used as lots in fortune telling. 
With them are some of the few little trinkets 
chat are worn as charms. The jade wristlet is 
almost the sole one worn by men and is 
thought to give strength to the arm. 


Curiosities in Literature. 


Chinese about gods, ghosts, and genii are well 
exemplified in their popular literature, of 
which a special collection, covering a large 
variety of subjects and embracing examples 
of most of the books sold in their shops here, 
is exhibited. . 
About all of the immigrants are able to read 
and write a little. Novels are their favorite 
literature and their herogs and heroines are 
well-known personages indeed. It is their 
images that are sold in the shops. Among

How Business Is Conducted. 


The account books and implements of the 
E an index to the systematic, method - 
bits of the merchant class and might 
h useful lessons to the merchants of 
other lands.

All doc- 
uments are carefully sealed, and the most 
rigid honesty is the rule. Codperation in 
shopkeeping is one of the successful features 
of little Chinese settlements. 
Light on Social Customs. 


Some of the objects in the collection throw 
light upon the innermost workings of the so- 
cial organization. One, a bamboo tally, 
tip with red, once served to call a mem- 
ber of a fraternity of 3 to a meet- 
ing for the purpose of. deliberating over some 

airs. It 7 a one of the first steps 
towards the formation of a guild. The com- 
munity had doubtless been ‘listurbed by quar- 
rels and outside annoyances. So the leaders or- 
ganized. A tally was made for each member, 
and the bundle was kept by one of the com- 
pany. When any member had a grievance or 

ispute he would go to the keeper of the tal- 
lies, and he would mark them each with the 
hour and place of meeting and take them 
around, tod the tallies then served as the cre- 
dentials of whoever was sent to the assembly. 

From accounts that are current it would ap- 
pear that the Chinese in America are a lawless 
people. It is true they have not the knowl-

Companies and similar organizations of a 
beneficial character exert a pacifying influ- 
ence upon the turbulent and unruly.

country come. It should be observed t 
there is no general emigration from China, 
all coming from a territory less than 100 
miles square, adjacent to the capital 
city.

Visitors Think the Administration R. 
Should Be Kept Clear of Booths, 
not disgust, that a 
cigar stand has been opened in the mada 
of the Administration Building. At the sai 
time a souvenir coin booth has been admitted, 
with the understanding that a permanent 
booth is to be erected foritin the center of 
the rotunda at an early day. . 
President Higinbotham was asked yester- 
day why the cigar stand was allowed in the 
rotunda, and merely said that he supposed it 
was allowed in consequence of the complaints 
of smokers that they could not buy cigars 
there. When asked if it was not against the 
rules for visitors to smoke in the buildings 
he turned the réporter over to his clerk, Mr. 
Sawyer, who said that he could not put his 
hands on the rules, and did not consider that 
the matter was of enough importance for him 
to hunt them UR He said that the Committee 
on Ways and Means was responsible for the 
presence of the cigar stand in the rotunda. 
The feeling created in the minds of some 
people by this innovation is pretty accurately 
reflected by the following kick delivered 
by a Chicago man who does not smoke. He 
said: This location of a cigar stand in the 
rotunda is an outrage. re are no 
fruit stands there, and permission has been 
refused u tea merchant to give away cups of 
tea in one of pavilions. The objection 
was that if tea was admitted other things 
would have to be admitted. But when it 
came to tobacco there was no objection at all. 
Tun Trisune directed attention the other 
day to the fact that this rotunda was the cool- 
est, handsomest, and most delightful spot on 
the grounds. and had become a regular ttyst- 
ing-place, where friend met friénd before or 
after the day’s tour of observation. 
That is true, and there is not a 
more beautiful sight on the grounds than 
this spacious floor, filled, as it generally is, 
with elegantly-dressed women and romping, 
happy children. Is it then a proper place for 
aman to come fora smoke?

J. M. Barrie, the Scotch novelist from whom 
best results were expected on account of 
his admirable comedy dramas, ** Walker, Lon- 
don,“ and The Professor’s Love Story,“ sad- 
ly disappointed. Mr. Barrie is a creator of char- 
acter and incident, and it would seem unfort- 
unate that on this occasion he found it neces- 
sary to borrow. His play was a dramatiza- 
tion of one of the incidents in Thackeray's 
Vanity Fair,“ showing Becky Sharp in her 
unfortunate days forced to endure the boor- 
ish gallantries of the Pumpernickel students 
and making her last desperate bid for the stu- 
pid Joseph Sedley. Finally Amelia and Dob- 
bin are brought together by the exhibiting 
of a love letter from the faithful Emmy’s 
long mourned George. Mr. Barrie was entire- 
ly unable, according to the critics, to preserve 
the rich Thackeray flavor in his characters 
and there was little in the construction of the 
single act to suggest a seriously drawn play. 

Of the other three attempts was Foreign 
Policy ’’ by Dr. Conan Doyle, characterized 
as a mere drawing-room charade, in which is 
introduced u grumpy Cabinet Minister's 
clever wife, whose diplomatic tact enables her 
to gain her husband’s consent to the 
marriage of their daughter to a young 
man ineligible in the father’s estimation. 
Lady Colin Campbell contributed an insipid 
farce entitled Bud and Blossom,” in which 
a number of people come for advice to a 
weekly newspaper office from which the 
piece is named, and the secrets which the 
editor becomes possessed of enable him to 
bring about the marriage of an obdurate old 
bachelor to his daughter and at the same 
time rescue him from the wiles of a couple of 
crafty old widows. ‘An Interlude,” the 
work of Mrs. W. K. Clifford and Mr. Walter 
Pollack, adapted from a recent novel by the 
former called ** The Last Touches,” is de- 
scribed. as a somber, pathetic story of grief 
and disappointment.” A young lord escorts a 
girl home from the ball, lingers in her father’s 
garden, and pours out the declarations of his 
passionate love, and finally, when she, too, 
avows affection, deliberately announces his 
engagement to another wornan. 

This symposium of literary plays proved a 
unique and interesting experience to those 
who are interested in the purity of literature 
in its connection with the stage. It showed, 
however, that the ability of telling a story, 
which is the province of the novelist, and the 
faculty of representing it in action upon the 
stage, which the successful dramatist must 
possess, do not. usually go hand in hand, and 
that it is seldom that the two faculties fall to- 
gether.

It is rather surprising that the authors of melo- 
drama and the writers of detective stories, those 
gentlemen whose fertile ingenuity unravels—on 
paper—mysteries of crime t seem almost im- 

netrable, do not at once give the police author- 
ities the key tothe Ramsgate mystery. We have 
inthe drama Hawkshaws that can track down 
any crime. One of the ent ac 
cessions to the ranks of the  play- 
wrights, Dr. Conan Doyle, has especially 
distinguished himself in his stories in 
evolving clews out of hopeless mystery, and dog- 
ging crime from step to step, finally bringing the 
miscreant to justice. Many poopie after reading 
“The Adventures of Sherloc Holmes, may 
have thought what a splendid detective the au- 
thor would have made. But we never hear of 
these literary theorists coming to the help of the 

ylice when the latter are hopelessly baffled. 
Scotland Yard has generally to work the matter 
out alone, although in almost every detective 
story one reads Scotland Yard is pooh-poohed as 
a mechanical ter not worth employing 
where a criminal fails to work on orthodox lines.

“ A Textbook of Needlework, Knitting. 
and Cutting Out, with Methods of Teavhing,”’ 
by. Elizabeth Rosevear. This is a complete 
guide to the use of needle and scissors and 
will be invaluable to teachers. The author 
herself is senior teacher and lecturer on 
needlework at the Stockwell Training Col- 
lege, London. The book is a large one, con- 
taining some fifty chapters, with nearly 200 
diagrams and illustrations. „In the author’s 
opinion “ diagrams on the slate, blackboard, 
or checkered board are a great and important 
feature in giving needlework demonstration 
lessons, nglish teac „ however, still 
shrink from using rapid and bold freehand 
drawing from the objects when giving their 
lessons. Dr. Fitch in his Notes on Amer- 
ican Schools’ says: The power of rapid and 
effective freehand drawing is cultivated more 
generally and with more success among the 
best American teachers than among our own, 
and it gives them a great advantage. A new 
drawing made ad hoc and associated with 
something which at the time is being enforced 
or made interesting by the teacher has a value 
of a far higher kind than any number of en- 
graved or painted pictures, however good.’ 
The same thing may be said for illustrating 
needlework demonstration lessons.“ Miss 
Rosevear thinks that good sewing machines 
should be introduced into graded and technic- 
al schools and the girls should be taught how 
to use them in making up the garments which 
they have previously cut out.”

They have not developed in an atmosphere of 
romanticism but of realism, and as there is no 
demand for large historical f none are 
painted. Previous to the World's Fair few. ar 
tists in this country ever attempted the painting 
of large mural decorations, but the work

other countries and also be thoroughly American 
in character. It would be much the same with 
historical painting. If there was a demand for 
paintings of incidents in American history they 
would soon be forthcoming. The portraits. of 
Presidents might have been found in the 
United States section had not the jury 
of admissions desired to make a display 
of art and not, directly, of patriotism. 
The works of the older American painters, who 
have felt the influence of the 1omantic period, 
are represented by scenes from American life and 
literature.

son, Winslow Homer, and C. Y. Turner are a few 


of the many in the United States section. ‘There 
are many Americans who may not paint distinct- 
ively American subjects, but who are essentially 
American in their manner of seeing and 
thinking, as Abbott Thayer or Thomas W. Dewing. 
Even in such works as the portraits by Sargent, a 
man who was born in Europe, one may find some- 
thing decidedly American, or in the impressionigt 
pictures of Tarbel. Noone would find George De 
Forrest. Brush’s works un-American. There is 
truth in the statement that too many American 
artists live abroad and paint wooden-shoed peas- 
ants. But they cannot be blamed much for not 
painting pictures for which there is no real de- 
mand when they can paint something 
else more salable, or for remaining 
where their works if worth will meet 
with a more ready appreciation there than at 
home. In regard to the architéctere in Jackson 
Park it.is scarcely proper to speak of it as Amer- 
ican when amongst the buildings there are 
found adaptations from the Greek, Roman, 
Gothic Renaissance, and modern French, and 
there are copies of the baths of Caracalla and 
portions of, the Villas Medicis and Barberini, 
the Erecteum, and many other well-known mon- 
uments. The same writer objected to the num- 
ber of portraits in the American section, and 
protraiture was spoken of as the lowest form of 
art. Yet some of the greatest artists owe 
their reputations wholly or printipally to their 
work in portraiture. Holbein, Clonet, Velasques, 
Franz Hals, Vandyke, Rembrant were portrait 
painters, and what is probably the most valuable 
painting owned in Chicago at the present time is 
a portrait.

The collection of paintings exhibited by 
Arthur Tooth & Sons at their galleries, No. 1261 
Michigan avenue, contains a large number of im- 
portant works. Collecting the Herd” is a 
superb example of the work of Van Marcke, full 
of fine color and painted in the rich impasto 
familiar in the best work of the celebrated pupil 
ofTroyon.

The Director of the Cluny Museum, N. 
Alfred Darcel, one of the most learned of French 
archwologists, has just died at the age of 
75. In 1802 he became definitely attached to 
the Louvre, but in 1872 he was appointed by M. 
Jules Simon, then Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, to the post of Director of the Gobelins. 
Thence he passed in 1885 to the Cluny Museum. 
His work there has been the classification of ex- 
isting collections, and the enlargement of these 
collections by purchases, and the encouragement 
of important donations. To him is due the fine 
collection of swords of the fifteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries bequeathed by M. de Beaumont, 
the curious statuette in bronze of Jeanne d' Are, 
from the Odiot collection, and any number of 
minor gifts. 1 

The sale of Coquelin’s paintings and bric-a- 
brac netted $106,000. M. Chauchard of the 
Louvre shops bought a little single figure by 
Meissonier for $11,200. It is a gentleman in 
Louis XIII. costume, buff coat, and rich brown 
breeches, whose face is that,of Coquelin himself. 
“The Education of Achilles,” by Delacroix, 
brought $7,320, and a Sower,” ‘single figure in 
pastel by Millet, fetched $4,800. The famous 
actor is said to have sold his collection in order 
to dispose of its value before his death, fearing 
that it would go to relatives.

At Thurber’s there has recentl¥ been placed 
on exhibition a picture by Jacquet which is a 
characteristic example of the work of the great 
sheep painter. A shepherd with his flock and 
dog are passing along the edge of a wood near a 
pool from which the dog is drinking. 

The effect of changing lights and shadows 
which one sees on a day when there are floating 
clouds in the sky is well rendered. Another late 
addition to Thurber's galleries is a clever water- 
color painting by Madelaine Lefnaire of three 
young women evidently studying «the different 
varieties of flowers which they have about them 
on a table and in baskets on the floor.

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OLD TIME THEOLOGICAL STUDY. 


‘Primitive Ways in Which Young Presby- 
' terians Become Fitted for the Ministry. 
New York Sun: What American Presby- 
terians love to call the tradition of a learned 
ministry was maintained in this country long 
efore there was such a thing here as a 
Presbyterian theological seminary. Oddly 
@nough, too, there was in earlier days 
& uniformity of Presbyterian belief and 


teaching that now begins to be con- 
spicuously lacking. The earliest Presbyterian 
school making any pretense to classical schol- 
arship or theological learning was that estab- 
lished by the Rev. William Tennent Sr. at 
Neshaminy, Bucks County, Pa., about 1726. 
It was called, in derision, the Log College, but 
Presbyterians regard it as the immediate 
forerunner of Princeton Seminary, and sev- 
eral early ministers were educatéa by Ten- 
ment. Tennent's son, William, fell into that 
curious trance, which is one of the most inter- 
esting incidents in the history of the Ameri- 
can Presbyterian ministry, as he sat convers- 
ing in Latin with his brother, a fact that seems 
to indicate a considerable degree of thor- 
ioughness in the teaching of the Log College. 
"Tennent woke from his trance literally on the 
verge of the grave, after having been three 
days dead, as it was thought. His. Latin 
‘all knowledge of things antedating the trance 
were gone, however, and it was not until a 
ear after, as he sat laboriously conning his 
newly learned Latin, that his memory and 
nis former learning returned. Then he told 
of a marvelous scene of brillancy that greet- 

d his eyes during that trance, of music, and 
of a guide who touched his shoulder and bade 
‘him return to earth, 

Long after the Log College was established 

‘men entered the Presbyterian ministry with- 
out 2 through a theological seminary. 
‘Venerable doctors of divinity, deeply imbued 
with Calvinism, took into their houses young 
‘apprentices in theology. Sometimes these 
young men were college graduates; some- 
times they received their whole classical 
training at the hands of their preceptors in the- 
ology. Latin, Greek, Hebrew, some authori- 
tative system of Calvinistic theology, church 
history, and kindred subjects were taught to 
‘the apprentice. He learned to distinguish 
truth from error, as the two are distinguished 
by Calvinism, and to refute with ponderous 
argument the subtleties of Arianism, Socini- 
‘anism, and the other heresies that beset early 
hristianity. Sometimes several apprentices 
in theology lived with the preceptor, and in 
other cases the pupils visited him from time 
im. It was not uncommon for the Presby- 
‘ferian minister of a village to maintain a 
mall classical school in his own house and 
‘there make ready for college the few youths 
ho could ex to undertake an academic 
,education. The minister was commonly the 
ole man in the community who could read 
‘Latin and Greek at sight. 
» The course of the divinity apprentice was 
.from two to four years, according as his stock 
‘of classical learning,and Hebrew was small or 
large at starting. Hebrew, indeed, was often 
‘meglected, but Latin and Greek were strongly 
‘insisted upon, and the stern disciples of Calvin 
‘were insensibly affected by the influence of 
‘Classical culture. After the course with the 
preceptor was finished came the examination 
‘by a -committee of presbytery. This exami- 
‘mation covered the studies of the course and 
was strict even in rural presbyteries. Then, 
fas now, each presbytery maintained a stand- 
‘ing committee on examinations, and each ex- 
miner questioned the candidate upon those 
‘studies with Which the examiner himself was 
most familiar. Sometimes the candidate was 
licensed to preach pending examination, but 
‘the latter always preceded ordination. A few 
‘even of the present Presbyterian ministers 
pere thus educated in theology. Perhaps the 
Rey. Dr. Joseph T. Smith of Baltimore is the 
most conspicuous clergyman in the East who 
as an apprentice in theology.

Tue bears were again in control of the New 
York stock market yesterday. An unfavor- 
able bank statement showing continued 
heavy losses in deposit and reserve was their 
chief weapon. The local market was exceed- 
ingly dull. The only feature was the excess- 
ively high carrying charges in transferring 
from the June to the July account. Sterling 
rates declined sharply, and are almost down 
toa gold importing basis again.

As 
compared with the latest prices of the pre- 
vious day September wheat closed ig cent 
lower, corn steady, oats. ig cent higher, cash 
rye g cent higher, barley steady, flaxseed 1 
cent higher, September pork 20 cents higher, 
lard 10 cents lower, and ribs 7 cents lower.

March 1 is placed at 987,000, against 1,513, 
000 for the same period last yet. 


OPEN SUNDAY FOR TWENTY- FIVE CENTS. 

All the C hicago papers are asking that the 
railroads should make special rates to Chica- 
go for the Exposition. They ask them to cut 
their regular prices in the middle so that peo- 
ple who cannot afford to pay the ordinary 
fares may be able to come here. Yet when it 
is suggested that on one day or so in a month 
the cost of admission to the Exposition shall 
be cut in two so that those who cannot go 
otherwise may attend one or two Chicago 
papers denouneé the proposition. The de- 
mand for lower railroad rates is made for the 
yenefit of strangers who have not contributed 
toward making the Exposition. That for the 
25-cent Sunday is made for the benefit of 
Chicagoans who have taxed themselves hea vi- 
ly for the Exposition. Why are those papers 

so thoughful of strangers and so indifferent to 
fellow-townsmen? 

One paper says that if the 25-cent day were 
given it would be “likely to have a bad 
effect, suggesting the idea that an attempt 
is being made to establish a class distinction 
among the patrons of the Fair.“ That paper 
has been asking the railroads to establish a 
similar class distinction ’’—to continue run- 
ning fast trains with sleepers and dining cars 
and the reguiar rates of fare for one class, 
and also to put on trains made up of day 
coaches not running as rapidly for the 
benefit of another class. What an odious 
distinction it has been asking the roads to 
mate between those who can pay much and 
those who can pay little! Butthe Fair will 
be benefited by this class distinction,“ for 
the attendance will be increased. The roads 
also will make more money, 

The same paper says: 

It is claimed that what is to be known as péo- 
ple’s day is to be for the benefit of the poorer 
classes. Workmen and their families and other 
persons of moderate means who are unable to 
pay an admission fee of 50 cents are expected to 
take advantage of the cheap rates prevailing on 
that day. The argument is made that by reducing 
the price of agmission one-half on one day in each 
week many persons will visit the Fait who would 
not otherwise be able to see it. Admitting the 
argument to be true, what arrangement could be 
made to limit the privileges extended on such 
days to those whom they were designed to benefit? 
By what process could rich people, including all 
persons able to pay 50 cents, be excluded on 
days when the cheap rates are in effect? 


There is no process by which persons who 
could pay 50 cents if they chose could be 
excluded on a 25-cent day. Visitors cannot 
be expected to make an affidavit that poverty 
obliges them to take advantage of the lower 
rate. But what if people who can afford to 
pay 50 cents do go in, as long as those who 
can pay only 25 cents go also? What if a 
man who can afford to travel on the limited 
chooses to take a cheap excursion train as 
long as his companions could not have come 


but for the cheap trains? The question which: 


one 25-cent Sunday would settle would be 
whether the attendance was so increased as to 
indicate that the price of admission had sunk 
to the level of the pockets of the poor. 

The officers on duty could tell with ease by 
the character of the attendance whether that 
was the case. If they saw more children, 
more men accompanied by their wives, they 
would know that the lower price had brought 
to the Exposition those whose amusement or 
recreation fund is small. The gatekeepers 
would have no trouble in telling whether there 
were more workingmen and their wives ou the 
grounds, 

Supposing that some who went in for a 
quarter could pay half a dollar, but asa re- 
sult the attendance were doubled, the Fair 
would be a financial gainer, not a loser. ‘The 
gate receipts would be the same, but the in- 
come from concessions would be nearly 
doubled. Those additional visitors would be 


either those who are too poor to pay 50 cents, 


or those who have not gone to the Fair on

The accident at Ford’s Theater at Washing- 
ton with its heavy loss of life may lead to the 
taking of steps which will make it impossible 
that a similar accident, accompanied with 
greater loss of life, can take place in Chi- 
eago. The Government Building in this dity 
is to be examined thoroughly by the Super- 
vising Architect of the Treasury Department. 

Alarmed by what happened at Washingten, 
Judge Grosscup wrote to Secretary Gresham, 
asking him to use his influence to have the 
government do something. His appeal did 
not go unheeded, for he wrote to a person who 
had for years been familiar with the danger- 
ous Condition of the structure in which he 
had to hold court and who had watched with 
painful interest its swift decay. 
tary) replied : 

I have your letter of the 16th inst., and agree 
with you in your suggestion. The Govérnment 
Building at Chicago should be thoroughly in- 
spected by a capable engineer at once. The walls 
have certainly been weakened, and it is only a 
question of time when the building will become 
dangérous, if, indeed, it is not so already. 

He added a postscript to the effect that hic 
had been Mr. Carlisle, who had promised t. 
have the building thoroughly examined by a 
capable expert. If the Supervising Architect 
takes the job in hand himself the probabili- 
ties are that there will be a thorough inspe¢- 
tion. He could not afford to do less than that 
Were he to report that the building was safe, 
and then something were to happen, his pros 
fessional reputation would be one of the vic.

The directors, not unmindful of the prom- 
ise they made when they voted to reseind the 
rule closing the Exposition Sunday, have 
made provision for the holdimg of religious 


exercises at Jackson Park, commencing to-. 
day. They would have done so sooner but 
for thé litigation which hampered them, and 


which for a time made it seem as if the courts 
would decide that there was one spot in Chi- 
cago where ministers would be forbidden to 
preach Sunday. Happily the decision which 
struck at religious liberty was overruled, and 
the directors were permitted to go on with 
their arrangements, 
In order not to clash with regular services 


in city churches the exercises at the Exposi- 


tion will be held in the afternoon, They will 
‘be in Festival Hall, which will seat over 
5,000 persons and where half as many more 
can find standing room. Dr. H. W. Thomas 
will preach today, and there will be fine Sun- 
day music and a chorus of 600 singers. On 
subsequent Sundays other preachers as elo- 
quent and able as Dr. Thomas will officiate, 
glad to avail themselves of au opportunity to 
do increased good by preaching to larger con- 
gregations than they have known before. 
It is the habit during the summer months of 
a majority of those who attend Chicago 
churches in the morning to spend the rest of 
the day in peaceful recreation in the parks, 
The great colony of strangers which is domi- 
ciled now in the innumerable hotels and 
boarding-houses which occupy the territory 
near Jackson Park, for whose members there 
is no room in the churches in the vicinity, are 
given now an opportunity to imitate the cus- 
toms of Chicagoas. Those who choose can 
go to the great church which has been opened 
for them on the Exposition grounds. Before 
or after service they can recreate themselves 
by strolling through Jackson Park or through 
the buildings which are open Sunday. The 
entire day, thus spent, will be a benediction. 
If it appear that Festival Hall is not large 
enough to decommodate all who wish to at- 
tend this church then the preaching will be 
outdoors, 7 
If there are residents of the city who are 
loyal to their own churches they can attend 
service there in the forenoon, and yet have 
time to reach the Exposition for the afternoon 
preaching, and then spend the evening on the 
grounds.

SEVENTH SHOULD COME TO THE 
PAIR. 

Gov. Flower was aot in this city many days, 
but he was here long enough to be captivated 
by the Fair and to make up his mind that it 
was so big a thing that it wouid not do for 
New York to play second fiddle there in any- 
thing if he could heip it. The Governor has 
to return here two months hence for New 
York week, which begins Sept. 4, the anniver- 
sary of the discovery of the Hudson River by 
Hendrik Hudson. He wishes to come in 
state, bringing the Seventh Regiment, the 
finest and best known military organization 
in the country, with him as his escort. The 
Governor says: 

New York State is ahead of every other State in 
exhibits at Chicago, except in music and mili- 
tary. Now, if we can send out the Seventh and 
its band wel will give those people an object les- 
son that they never will forget, and which will 
throw additional luster upon the glory of our 
Commonwealth. 

The only difficulty is a financial one. The 
total cost of transporting the regiment and 
subsisting it for the ten days it would be 
away is estimated to be $32,000, of which 
half would be chatgeable to the first item.

There is no State fund which can be drawn 


on for the purpose, but the Governor has 
hopes that some one of the big roads will 
carry the men and band free, in which case if 
the money for subsistence cannot be raised 
by popular subscription he intimates that he 
will see that it is forthcoming.

TEACHING A BISHOP A LESSON. 

Mgr. Satolli, the Papal Ablegate, went to 
Omaha recently for the purpose of investigat- 
ing some complaints made by priests of the 
Diocese of Lincoln against their immediate 
superior, Bishop Bonacum. They charged 
him with having suspended them without 
cause, with trying priests upon frivolous 
charges, and with extravagant and wasteful 
administration of the finances of the diocese. 
The result of the investigation made by the 
Ablegate was that he ordered the Bishop to 
provide places for the priests he had sus- 
pended, to promise to treat his clergy with 
respect and kindness, and not to run the 
church any further into debt. Orders have 
been given also that he be tried before a court 
presided over by Archbishop Hennessey of 
Dubuque, in whose archdiocese the Bishop ts; 
on the charges which have been preferred 
against him by the priests. 

What the court may decide is a matter of 
com paratively little consequence. The im- 
portant, fact is that under the new order of 
things a priest can if wronged obtain speedy 
redress here, while formerly he could obtain 
slow redress, if at all, only by a direct appeal 
to Rome. The rather arbitrary powers for- 
merly possessed by the bishops have been cur- 
tailed and the rights of the priests increased. 
Upto a few years ago the Roman Catholic 
Church in this country, long as it had been 
established here; was not organized on the 
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Wathen bays book tn the Mitory of tho church 
a few instances of the abuse of their power by 
bishops. In some cases there have been suc- 
cessful appeals to Rome. In other cases the 
rannte have submitted, for Rome was a good 
ways off, . 

Nö in 
America had passed out of the missionary ” 
stage, and the Council of Baltimore therefore 
ordered wisely that the laws which governed 
the church in Europe should govern it here, 
and that, as a consequence, priests should have 
a fixity of tenure when in charge of parishes 
and better immediate protection against pos- 
sible oppression by their superiors than had 
been the case. But those who have power, 
spiritual or secular, are not fond of surrender- 
ing it, and, as a consequence, the church dig- 
nitaries were slow to carry out the directions 
of the council. One, at least, has not done so 
yet. 

The reluctance of those dignitaries to have 
their powers lessened was indicated also by the 


evident dissatistaction shown by many of 


them with the action of the Pope in sending 
an ablegate here to supervise them. They 
had been semi-independent so long that they 
did not like to see a superior among ‘them. 
The inferior clengy and the laity had no such 
feeling, however. They felt with justice that 
their rights would be safer with a represent- 
ative of the Pope in the country to whom they 
could appeal without difficulty. So, while, 
ifan ablegate had been sent to the United 
States forty years ago, there would have been 
a wild cry that the Pope was attempting to 
subvert American institutions no one dreams 
of talking in that way now, because it is so 
plain that Mgr. Satolli’s mission means great- 
er liberty, means that the Roman Catholic 
Church shall be ruled from America rather 
than from Rome, and that its members, cler- 
ical and lay, shall be governed more by law 
and less by arbitrary power, and shall have 
rights they never enjoyed before. The spec- 
tacle of a bishop on trial will be a very in- 
structive one. 


CHICAGO’S DERBY. 

Chicago-can claim preéminence as the sport- 
ing center of America. Yesterday’s racing at 
Washington Park establishes its supremacy. 
In no other part of the world could so mag- 
nificent a gathering of intelligent, well-dressed, 
orderly people be assembled to witness a great 
equine contest of speed and endurance. The 
grand and other stands of the park were 
packed, the clubshouse grounds were 
crowded, the field, and paddock, 
and grounds, and every inch of space 
from which the event of the day could be wit- 
nessed were filled with throngs of sight-seers. 
The great boulevards leading from the busi- 
ness center of the city to the grounds were oc- 
cupied with brilliant equipages going to the 
park or in which were seated those who ob- 
served the ‘procession as it passed. It is 
estimated that 75,000 people witnessed the 
races, and it is probable that millions were 
staked on the event. The weather was 
superb. The track was in splendid condition 


The races were well contested, the assembled 


multitude enjoyed itself, and there was hardly 
an untoward circumstance to mar the pleas- 
ure of the day. 

Fifteen. first- rate horses, the crack racers of 
the country, entered for the principal event 
ofthe day. The struggle for the post was 
close and exciting, and much to the disappoint- 
ment of the professional sporting gentlemen 
was not won by any of the favorites. Bound- 
less, the successful horse, was a com- 
plete surprise. The other races were 
all good in their way. There were 
close finishes and good time was made in each 
event. The patrons of Washington Park were 
well paid for their attendance and their ex- 
The arrangements were excel- 
lent throughout. There was some disappoint- 
ment, and there were some manifestations of 
impatience, at the repeated failures to obtain 
a start for the Derby, but finally a fair one 
was obtained and everybody seemed to be 
satisfied. The season at Washington Park opens 
well and there is promise of good racing 
throughout the entire period. The pledges 
made to the public and to the patrons of the 
track at the close of the last season and before 
the opening of the present are certain to be 
fulfilled, and Derby day in Chicago has come 
to be recognized as the great sporting event of 
America,

COLUMBUS CLUB BUILDING RAISED. 


a 


Entire Structure Is Being Lifted Up Fpur- 
teen Feet and a Story Interposed. 

It is not at all surprising that many strange 
questions are asked as the World’s Fair Visit- 
or gazes in amazement at the piles of timber 
which surround the old Chicago Club Buwild- 
ing on Monroe street, Quite an interggting 
piece of architectural engineering is here, be. 
ing done. This building when completed will 
be the home of the Columbus club. The main 
story and basement, however, will be occupied 
by a bank and safety deposit vault. The build- 
ing isa brick and stone structure, measuring 
50x106 feet, is six stories in height, and with 
the land upon which it stands was recently. 
purchased by a syndicate of Chicago capftal- 
ists. In order to realize a greater income it 
was found advisable to add to the capacity of 
the building. The thickness of the walls was 
inadequate to support an additional story 
above, and the only alternative was to inter- 
pose one story at the ground level, the fgun- 
dation being sufficient to carry one additional 
story. 

Plans were accordingly prepared for this 
work by Messrs Treat & Foltz which contem- 
The weight 
of this building above and including the main 
floor was found to be 11,440,000 pounds, or 
5,720 tons,in round numbers twenty-seven 
pounds to the cubie foot. There are used in 
the raising of this building 1,800 three-iich 
jack screws. To operate these screws 132 la- 
borers are required, each one having —e 
of from eight to twelve screws. Ata given 
signal on a shrill whistle each man, with an 
iron bar four feet long, gives each screw a 
one-quarter turn. The pitch of the scréws 
being five-eighths of an inch, each one-quarter 
turn raises the building three-sixteenths of an 
inch, and it is tound that the immense load 
of 5.720 tons can be raised three inches 
an hour. When the screws have been turned 
from their blocks twelve inches new support 
is required, which is secured by a blocking of 
Gx6 inch timber. The screws which Gre 
twenty-four inches long are then slackenad, 
the load placed upon the new blocking and 
the screws reset for another turn. At no time 
is there more than one of the group of twefive 
screws without a load. 

Experience has proved to these self-taught 
screw engineers that the limit of weight at 
any time given to one screw should not x- 
ceed ‘five tons, although it is known that a 
strong man with a four foot lever can raise 
three times this amount. An experiment was 
once tried as to the breaking strength of one 
of these screws and it was found that pe 
flange which supports the screw, broke at 
extraordinary weight of fifty-four tons. : 
weight of this building being 5.720 tons and 
there being 1,800 screws, the proportion of 
weight upon each screw is three tons. 
so ‘that the factor of safety in 
this piece of work is about eighteen. During 
the raising of this building careful reqorils 
are taken and frequent measurements: are 
made to ascertain whether or not the building 
is being raised perpendicularly from the point 
from which it started. Should any laborer 
neglect to give the proper turn to the twelve 
screws under his charge the result is at onde 
shown by these measurements. This system 
also insures the exact vertical raising of the 
building, assuming, of course, that it starts 
froin 2 surface. As son as the building 
is raised to the intended height—14 feet and 
8 inches—the work of building up with ste@l 
columns and girders and masonry will be 


commenced and the building lowered onto its 


new support; the interior will then be com- 
pleted as in ordinary work.

PRINCESS MAY’S 8 TEXTILE DESIGN. 


New Style of Goods Which Will Have a 
Great Run in England. 

London Telegraph: Her Royal Highness the 
Duchess of Teck and. Princess May have given 
permission that the new May blossom design 
shall henceforth be known as the royal 
May blossom,“ in order to protect it from 


nefarious imitations which ever followin the 


wake of success. It is pleasing to learn that a 
French firm ‘have ordered a quantity of. this 
silk, which is being woven for them on En- 
glish looms, and for which they have paid a 
royalty, to be devoted to a charitable institu- 
tion chosen by the royal bride-clect. Nego- 
tiations are pending with a celebrated 
Irish firm for the reproduction of royal 
May blossom ”’ poplin, so that already the 
benefit to British industries through this de- 
sign, specially and directly patronized by the 
Duchess of Teck and Princess May, promises 
to be widespread: It is also likely to be 
brought into use in the manufacture of bal- 
briggan stockings, which will probably be 
embroidered with the royal May blossom 
pattern. The Duchess of ‘Teck and Princess 
May are — intensely leased with the 
gratifying result of their kind efforts 
in favor of reviving the English silk trade, 
and of the special patronage given by them 
to this new design. Advances have also been 
made by American traders for a supply of the 
silk as being associated with their national 
Mayflower,“ to which they cling more 
ardently now that itis the emblem accepted 
in Britain of the fair young Princess so soon 
to become the bride.of the direct heir to the 
throne. In dark blue and red the Guards have 
adopted the new design enthusiastically, and 
use it not only for ties but for facings for 
smoking coats. It is highly probable. that! in 
this coloring, the“ royal May blossom will 
be reserved specially for members of the 
royal family and the Guards. 


RAILROADIN GIN THE ANDES, 


The Central Peruvian Line Completed as 
Far as Oroya. 

The Central Peruvian railway across the 
Andes has lately been completed to Oroya, 
the terminus originally intended, which is 
thirty miles beyond the summit. The British 
Consul at Callao, in his latest report gives 
some details of this remarkable engineering 
work. It starts from the level of the sea at 
Callao and crésses the Andes range to Oroya 
136 miles from the coast. At the seventh 
mile it is 500 feet. above the level of the sea. 
at the eighte enth 1,300 feet, and at the 
thirty-third 2,800 feet, Atthe fiftieth mile 
the elevation is about 6,000 feet; and the 
ascent upwards is steady and rapid until it 
reaches its highest point at the 106th mile, 
when the height is 15,665 feet ; in the next 
thirty miles it descends to 12,178 feet at 
Oroya, or nearly 120 feet in the mile; while 
the ascent froin the sea is an average of 150 
feet per mile. 

Smelting works have been established in 
places adjacent to the. terminus, where ores 
from the neighboring districts are reduced to 
a form suitable for conveyance to the coast 
and exportation. Oroyais likely to become 
a place of great commercial importance, and 
already there is unusual business movement 
and animation there. The Consul says it is 
to be hoped that the Government of Peru and 
the Peruvian corporation may soon find it 
mutually advantageous to extend the line by 
Tarma and Chanchamayo to the point at 
which the fluvial navigation begins, for, when 
once it has direct and easy communication 
with the Amazonian regions and the Atlantic, 
Peru will be on the high road to prosperity,

Unwieldy—Assets of the Phenix Near- 
ly One and a Quarter Million Dollars= 
No Use for the Gross Premium Plan- 
What the State League Is Doing—Gen- 
eral Building Society Notes. 

The last réport of the Public Savings, Loan, 


and Building Association shows assets and 
liabilities of $839,478. The principal items 


of assets are: Loans, $313,600; foreclosure 
account, $10,318, and cash, $11,225. Liabili- 
ties are given as follows: Due stockholders, 
$245,801 ; due treasurer, 85.150; incomplete 
loans, $29,733; surplus, $58,793. 

The receipts and disbursements from ‘Feb. 
384. Loans amounting to $459,250 have 
been made and withdrawals of $40,009 paid. 
During the twenty-first quarter the association 
received $88,317 and paid out on loans 
$39,633, on withdrawals $6,319, and to the 
treasurer $14,000, presumably borrowed 
money. The association has in twenty-one 
series 14,060. sHares of stack in force, of 
which 3.186 are borrowers’ shares. The 
managers of the Public will have the same 
difficulty with the retirement of the first 
series as has been experienced, in many local 
com panies. ) 

The series in number of shares is out of 
proportion to later series and there have been 
comparatively few withdrawals. There have 
been issued in all 17,996 shares, of which 
3,936 have been withdrawn. The average 
series according to this should be an original 
issue of about 857 shares with about 140 
withdrawn. In the first series, how- 
ever, the original issue was 1,507 shares, of 
which only ninety have been withdrawn. 
The original issue of the first series is by far 
the largest made and the percentage of with- 
drawals is smaller in it than in any other, ex- 
cept, of course, the last three issues, which 
are three, six, and nine months old respect- 
ively. To retire the first issue in case hold- 
ers of stock are not forced to withdraw from 
time to time will require the payment of 
$140,000, which, in view of the present quar- 
terly receipts of the association, will appear 
ge formidable. The association will have 

to begin the process of weeding out in- 
vestment holders of early series stock. 
The association recognizes the desirability of 
securing withdrawals of early stock by offer- 
ing interest at 6 per * * to holders of stock 
under one year old, 7 per cent to stock over 
one year old, 8 per cent to stock over two 
years old, 9 per cent to stock over three- years 
old, and io per cent to stock over four years 
old.

Gross Premium Plan Criticised. 


The report of Hermann F. Cellarius, Deputy 
Inspector of Building and Loan Associations 
for the State of Ohio, contains the following 
reference to the gross premium plan: 

The gross plan was the first known to building 
associations, and, although there are still a num- 
ber operating upon this system, it would seem 
that Un account of the many objectionable feat- 
ures it would be abandoned. One of the serious 
objections to the gross plan isthe difficulty which 
necessarily arises thereunder in making a proper 
and * uitable . — of the premium ear- 
ning. Where the premium is deducted from the 
face value of the shares and the borrower 
obtains from the association the  differ- 
ence, the premium is never actually paid to the 
association until the borrower matures his 
shares. He pays the premium only by continuing 
his dnes payments to maturity. It has been cus- 
tomary in this class of associations to account 
as an earning annually the proportionate part of 
the premium for one year, estimating the time 
required to mature the shares. The claim has 
been made, however, that the entire premium 
was an earning as soon as it was deducted from 
the face value of the shares and the members en- 
titled to its distribution. The bureau had 
occasion to pass upon this question dur- 
ing the year, the Board of Directors 
of an association upon the gross premium plan 
havi by resolution directed the secretary to 
distribute as profits tothe members all of the 
gross premiums, which had been bid and deducted 

rom the matured value of the loaned shares. It 
was held, of course, that these premiums, al- 


though they had been deducted from the face 


value of the shares and a mortgage taken, for an 
amount to cover the same, could not properly be 
considered an immediate profit ofthe associa- 
tion for the reason that they had not actually 
been paid tothe association and would not be 
— earned until the borrower had matured his 
shares. 

The installntent plan, which has been the 
favorite one in Ohio, ig much simpler than the 
gross and more easily understood. It does not 
complicate the accounting of the association, 
and under it the prémiums are paid in cash just 


as interest, with the weekly or monthly dues, and 
are treated in the same manner as other earnings 


of the association, because when paid they are 
actually earned,

Members of the Executive committee of 
the Illinois State League are much elated at 
their success in the passage of Senate bills 
Nos. 91 and 92, introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Noonan and in -the House by Mr. 
Ambrosius. It was by their persistent efforts 
that these bills were among the few that were 
passed at the last session of the Legislature. 
The first of these bills provides for the regu- 
lation of outside Nationals doing business 
in Illinois. The meat of the bill is in the Kol- 
lowing sections: 

Be it enacted by the people in the State of IIIi- 
nois, represented in the General Assembly, that 
foreign building, loan and homestead associa- 
tions doing business in this State shail conduct 
the same in accordance with the laws of the 
State governing domestic associations, and no 
such association shall do * business in this 
State until it procures from the Auditor of Pub- 
lic Accounts a certificate of authority, to do so. 
To procure such authority such association shall 
deposit with the said Auditor $100,000 either in 
cash or bonds of the United States or of the 
State of Illinois, or of any_county or munictpal 
corporation in the State of Illinois satisfactory to 
the said Auditor. 

Foreign building and loan associations: shall 
pay to the Auditor the following fees: For filing 
each application for admission to do business in 
this State, 550; for each certificate of authority 
and an annual renewal of same, $25 

The second bill provides for an inspection 
of accounts of building societies each year in 
the following terms: 

The Secretary of every building, loan, and 
homestead association incorporated or doing 
business within this State shall, within six 
days after the close of each fiscal year of suc 
association. file with the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts of the State of IIlinois, with a fee of $2, 
a detailed statement of the receipts and 
expenditures of such association for such 
year, .its assets and liabilities, the number 
of shares of its capital stock issued. 
withdrawn and in force in each series of stock 
during such year, also the number of shares 
— upon, installments paid per share, and 
profits per share, and value per share in each 
series, which statement shall in such form as 
Such _ state- 
ment shall be sworn to by the Secretary of such 


association, and shall be certified to by at least 
three members thereof not officers. Any Secre- 
. tary who shall willfully neglect or refuse to file 


such statement shall be subject toa fine of not 
less than $25 nor more than $200 for each neglect 
or refusal to furnish such statement. The same 


may be recovered on complaint before any court 


having competent jurisdiction for the benefit of 


the county wherein said association is located-or 


in which such Secretary may reside.

The New York bank statement was a bad one. 
It showed a decline of nearly $8,500,000 in de- 
posits. This in itself is bad enough, but when it 
is remembered that it brings the total decline in 
three weeks up to $83,346,000 it id easy to see 
that New York is in anything but a comfortable 
condition. New York lost about $5,000,000 cur- 
rency through Western shipments last week. 
There is a heavy decrease in reserve also, the ro- 
serve falling off about $3,300,000. The total 
loss in reserve in the last three weeks has been 
$18,626,000. It is natural that interest rates in 
New York should be high with such serious drain 
as these figures represent. The bears were in 
command of the New York market and used this 
unfavorable bank statement for all it was worth. 
A brighter incident in the day was the course 
of the sterling exchange market. Sterling rates 
fell off sharply and got down to about a gold im- 
porting basis again. The best of it is that the 
decline seems to be largely the result of the in- 
creased offering of bills drawn against shipments 
of produce and grain. Local exchange dealers 
say that they never saw bills comirg in faster 
from that quarter.

Both Parties Insurgents. 


But the ultimate sufferers are the innocent 
consumers of coal in the engines and cook- 
stoves, who are compelled to make shifts, 
shut down, and at last pay enhanced prices 
for the maintenance of industrial pugilism. 
Every one knows that either the operators 
or the miners, or both, will yield sooner or 
later, and while the struggle proceeds it is an- 
nounced, apparently by authority, that the 
Governor and the State authorities “‘ sympa- 
thize”’ with the strikers. Why they do not 
sympathize with the people, the entire con- 
stituency of which they are the chosen agents 
and representatives, does not appear. 

Both parties are insurgents who should be 
censured as public enemies rather than en- 
couraged in their senseless, irrational, and 
costly combat. As a method of settling a 
dispute upon a plain, practical business ques- 
tion among intelligent men it is as brutal and 
barbarous asa fight between two bulldogs 
or a battle of naked savage tribes 
with clubs, spears, and tomahawks. It is a 
direct appeal to force to determine an issue 
susceptible of determination by reason, and 
is liable at any instant to result, as such 
struggles have often resulted before, in the 
destruction of property, personal violence, 
and the shedding of biood. 

Just as the conditions n to be both 
intolerable and irremediable relief has come 
from an unexpected quarter. It is a singular 
and striking illustration of the irresistible 
development of the spirit of nationality that 
the intervention to protect society from im- 
pending anarchy came through the authority 
of the General Gövernment, and by an agency 
that had been invoked for an entirely differ- 
ent purpose. The inter-State commerce law 
and the anti-trust law were aimed at combined 
Their enactment 
asatriumph of popular rights 
over monopoly. The people were promised 
lower fares, r freights, and better ac- 
com modations. te wars and local dis- 
criminations were to disappear. The issue or 
acceptance of a pass was to be a felony, and 
all stocks were to pay liberal dividends and 
rise promptly to par. | 

Like Hudibras’ Gun. 

Strangely enough, the great railroad corpo- 
rations that strenuously opposed the passage 
of the law are now its strongest advocates, 
and if freights and fares have been reduced 
the information has been concealed from the 
traveling public. Trusts continue to control 
the production and distribution of the great 
staples of consumption, though Miller has 
gone out and Olney come in. 

These beneficent statutes for which 80 
much was predicted and of which so much 
was expected are like the double-barreled 
gun of Hudibras, that— 

Aimed at duck or plover, 
Recoiled and kicked its owner over. 

They missed the capitalist, the millionaire, 
the corporation, the employer, but the laborer 
is on his back. Four National Judges in four 
quarters of the country in one breath utter 
four opinions that cut the breeching of every 
labor organization in the United States. 
Judge Ricks decides that a mandatory in- 
junction will lie to compol railroad vires gpa 
to fully perform their duties connec with 
inter-State commerce so long as they remain 
in the service. Judge Taft holds that a boy- 
cott which would interfere with inter-State 
commerce may be restrained by the same 
means. Judge Billings sustains an injunc- 
tion against a combination of laborers acting 
in restraint of trade and commerce. Judge 
Speer subjects a receiver’s contract for labor 
to conditions which eliminate the boycott. 


The Nation Supreme. 


The learning of these q udges cannot be gain- 
said. Their integrity cannot be impugned. 
Their devotion to popular rights cannot be 
suspected. Their decisions are manifestly 
the law and will stand. They are just. Rea- 
son sanctions them. Common sense sup- 
ports them. They are the interest 
of public convenience, socia order, and 
morality. But the existence of the power that 
has been evoked tocurb the despotism of 
labor was not suspected by those who framed 
the laws. They intended only to subject the 
traffic arrangements of railroads and com- 
binations of capital to control the price and 
production of the — ries of — to national 

. . The principles are not new. 2 
— is in the method and vehicle oftheir 
application. Hitherto the jurisdiction has 
been local and restricted, resid in State 
tribunals alone. Hereafter by what seems 
like a foftunate inadvertence the Nation is 
supreme. The people have at last a guaran- 
tee that in future conflicts their comfort and 
welfare are not to be wantonly d ded 
and indifferently sacrificed. Labor organiza- 
tions will be confined to their proper func- 
tions, which are wise and beneficent. — 

The country now stands in an attitude of 
eager, if not impatient, expectancy, with its

We are indeed faced by a problem go aver- 
whelming in its magnitude, so deep rooted in 
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TWO SIDES OF BABY LIFE. 


its hold, and so far spread in its baneful influ- 
ence that it seems well nigh unsolvable. Many 
theories for its solution are proposed, but, alas 
the question remains unanswered so far as the 
actual application of these remedies is con- 
cerned. er so. far can only 
touch the fringe of the great evil. Alas! The 
wrong end of the question is attacked! Peo- 
— are so absorbed with the fact that they 
ail to study the cause. 

Were it possible to take from our streets to- 
morrow every unfortunate woman, to empty 
and close every house of ill-repute, and even 
weed from “respectable” society its 
many unsuspect Magdalenes, tak 
ing whole class away to 
some distant island, what better would 
the state of things be in the month of May, 
1894! I maintain that nearly if not quite as 
many houses of assignation would be flour- 
ishing, and the streets would be trodden by a 
newly-recruited force of future-blighte l. 
hopeless women. Why? ‘Because while evil 
9 are at large to plot and plan their deeds 
of ruin, while by the tens of thousands they 
were free to deceive, drug, force, and tempt, 
these “‘cookoos in the nest” will for tneir 
own foul ends cast the helpless 8 from 
their shelter and safety to be ed and 
ruined. on the stony underpath of disrepute. 


Begin With the Man. 


Why do not reformers bégin with the man? 
The question of the woman would soon right 
itself if the other were answered. When they 
took to Christ the 
class he asked exactly the same question of 
the onlookers. ‘‘ Why do you not in with 
the other end of the problem?” slatures 
should do this; philanthropists should do it; 
Christian workers should do it. And, from 
what I know of women, I can assure you that 
they would find the second half of the prob- 
lem an easy one to solve, for the fallen sister 
would rise up and respond but too gladly to 
their efforts. I do not, however, take my pen 
at this time to propose the remedy of the evil 
itself; nor to point out the different means 
which should be taken for its suppreesion. 

Let us turn from this almost hopeless side 
of the question to the practical Salvation Army

work on behalf of the fallen. We do not pre- 
tend 


our efforts are going to solve the 
social evil question. Wedo not even propose 
any Utopian scheme for dealing with the mass 
of friendiess outcast women. But we are able 
to hold out loving arms of rescue to those 
within our reach, and to open cities of refuge 
to the fleeing slaves who have no one to shelter 


them and to protect them from the wild beasts" 


who are close upon their track. 
Treat the Individual, 
It is utterly useless to deal with them as a 


mass. You must remember that the whole is. 


but the aggregation of many individuals. 
Every victim is chained by a separate chain; 
so you cannot strike one blow to loose the 
whole, but must with potent hands stoop and 

eb ese Women have their 
feelings, their individuality, their sensibilities. 
as truly asthe more fortunate; and they re- 
sent being spoken of. dealt with, and reached 
after asa crowd! The big drag nets you pro- 
pose casting into these dark waters to sweep 
shoals into your “‘havens of mercy” will be 

wn in again empty. Remember, even if 
they are down-trodden, you cannot treat them 
as if they had lost their humanity and become 
an interesting species of animal life. 

We find that it is heart to heart personal 
dealing that is needed in this work of reclama- 
tion, and naught else will ever succeed. This 
is the Salvation Army’s — * power with 
those it seeks, and the fact that our loving, 
— 2 workers do not reach down 
from a higher level or from a faboff distance 
to patronize and pity, but that they are will- 
ing to put themselves on a plane with. the un- 

sister with 
sister, gives them a hold on their confidence 
and affection which nothing else gould create. 

The work, however, is by no means easy. 
We ate faced on every hand with difficulties, 
many of which have a large share in creating 
and maintaining the social evil, as well as in 
forming barriers to the advancing rescuers. 
Let me tabulate briefly a few of these difficul. 


ties. | 
The Difficulties. 


First—We are confronted by the hopeless- 
ness of the abandoned woman herself. From 
within her natural instinct,her woman’s heart, 
her past training have constantly asserted 
themselves to her condemnation and have 
made her loathe herself, even though 
may know in her _ innermost 

that she is more sinned 
against than sinning. From without she has 
seen so many doors shut in her face—has felt 
so long the heel of the oppressor—that she has 
2 up hope and the last star has fallen from 

er sky leaving her to look forward with a 
blank anguish to her only release—death. 

I was standing with a companion in one of 
the low, down-town saloons. We were both 
of us dressed in the r, though now well- 
beloved costume of Salvation Army slum 
officers. We were surrounded by quite a 
crowd of men, many of them. more or less 
drunk—for it was late at night—but all of 
them interested in the talk we were having 
with them. One man, evidently well edu- 
cated, was asking me some straight and diffi- 
cult questions on religious matters, causing 
me to become absorbed. When I turned a

Saciety’s Unjust Rulings, 


Second—We are hindered by the rulings cf 
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unjust society. Too long have the scales been 
weighted down by wealth, influence, position, 
and many, to the wordly mind, valid excuses, 
upon the one sige, that left but little chance 
to the woman on the other. Sq 
its ‘calumny, its disgracé, 
and odium upon the victim, and held out its 
delicately gloved hand in welcome to her de- 
stroyer. ° 

I demand, in the name of justice, that if she 
is to be excluded from the happy homes of our 
land—to be considered unfit to sweep up the 
marble steps and pass into the lighted halls af 
society—he, upon whose head rests the guilt, 
shall be also refused admittance and ostra- 


cised as a lost man!

growing, and when the means is at our dis- 
posal and we have the 1 we intend 
to open in every large city some such home, to 
be conducted on such lines as we are confi- 
dent will show a greater percentage of suc- 
cesktul cases than any ot 
which we have yet been able to hear. A8 1 
have already mentioned, one of our greatest 
powers is the fact that we work on the out- 
casts’ own level and do not go out with pat- 
ronage and pity, but with loving understand- 
ing and sympathy to those whom we do not 
blush to, call sisters. The homes are made as 
bright and homelike as possible. 

The Rescue Homes. 
‘Everything that might sayor of a house o 
foreign to them, and 
yet the rules are of such a racter as to en- 
tirely change the whole bent of thought, oc- 
cupation, and life. The inmates are not al- 
fowed to wear the tawdry finery which of 
yore was a snare to them. They are put to 
work, for we strongly believe that idleness 
proves a temptation to future downfall. They 
are carefully trained so that they can have 
the opportunity to go out in the future 

equipped to gain.an honest living. 

But above and beyond all we show them 
plainly from the first that in their own poor 
strength they can do but little, and that it 
must be with the aid of the loving Savior that 
they launch into their future life; that the first 
step must be to hear his words, Go in peace 
and sin no more.“ Our work among this class 
will, we believe, prove successful from the fact

to comfortable and happy home life. 

Society has brandedthe woman. Very well.

If you do not you will see, as a result, your 
own daughters, wives, and sisters, or your 
children’s children—however safely you ‘may 
guard them—branded in the future and sent 
out as scapegoats for the sins of thosd you 
sheltered and protected. 


Morality Impossible, 


Third—Another Sigautic difficulty which 
we have to encounter is the crowded condition 
of the poor. If the carefully guarded child of 
the well-to-do ig led astray, how much more 
easily can these unguarded, unprotected ones 
be recruited to the ranks of sin. : 

Look at the common lodging housés, of 
which there are. so many in our great cities, 
where many families live in one room, Look 
at the tenement houses in which some twenty 
or thirty families live in one big house, havi 
two little miserable rooms apiece, in whic 
young sons and daughters, boarders, and little 
children are all|crewded together. They are 
being brought up in hotbedsof vice. 

What can you expect? They see immoral- 
ity on every side, and in many instandes it 
will become almost impossible for us to con- 
vince these children and young people that 
there is crime or sin in such a life. They have 


seen itlived by their parents. There has 
been nothing pure or good in their surrpund- | 


ings. Child life is totally unguarded in our 
slums. 
Injustice of Existing Laws. 

Fourth—In trying to solve the problem, we 
are again faced by a huge Roman wall ef dif- 
ficulty in the injustice of the laws béari 
upon these questions. The — . =. 
the punishments meted out to those who per- 
petrate offenses far worse than forgery or 
murder must arouse indignation in the breast 
of every just man and woman. I can bit say 
that if women had more power in the law- 
making of our country, in so far as it affects 
womanhood and childhood, these laws would 
very soon be amended. Undoubtedly, the 
fact that the wheels of justice revolve so 
slowly and often so inadequately in such ‘ 
and that the i ents inflicted are of so 
lenient a character, cause many of the ynch- 
ings which take place in States wheré out- 
raged citizens take the law into their own 
hands and swing the offender upon the nearest

One Woman's Story.

Home. When admitted they found that she 
“was in a terrible condition and had evidently 
been on a spree of long duration. So ill was 
she from the effects of this debauch that she 
was unable to rise from bed for several days. 
She was much touched, however, by the fact 
that she had been taken in just as she was. 
Sending for th@® Captain of, the home she 
begged to talk to her, and when the Captain 
had sat down beside her she broke down, and, 
sobbing, said: I've wanted help for years, 
but never found any one to help me before, 
nor whom I could trust with my story. I’ve 
never found any one who'd care enough for 
me to listen.”’ 

In brief the story was this: She had sunk 
until she had become one of the worst 
women on earth.“ She was a drunkard, a 
swearer, and had gone to all lengths save mur- 
der. She had served terms inthe penitentiary, 
and after telling all about her depravity she 
weit: Can anything be done for me or with 
mer? : 

Poor woman! As the Captain looked upon 
her face, devastated by her life, she may not 
have looked lovely or lovable, and yet—it was 
not always so! How had she come there? 
Married very young, she was deserted by her 
husband at the age of 17 and thrown out 
upon the world defenseless.

What a 
world of sorrowful experience to be crowded 
into twenty-two years! She also is now doing 
well and supporting herself honestly. 


The Work Abroad. 


This work has for a long time been in oper- 
ation in Australia and in England. In the 
former country it was so successful that our 
people receive yearly grants from the govern- 
ment for its furtherance, as they are recog- 
nized as the most powerful agency in the re- 
In England they have 
a wide ranging influence, and a large number 
of homes, including maternity homes, hos- 
pitals, etc., are in use. The work there is 
some eight years old, and they have turned 
out 40,000 girls, nearly 50 per cent of whom 
ha ve proved permanently saved cases. There 
are now fourteen rescue homes in England in 
addition to a number of receiving or tem- 
porary homes. 

I need hardly say, after all I have written, 
that our hands are eager and our hearts full of 
yearning to go out with more determination 
than ever to accomplish all that we see is 
needed. Are there not some hearts that, being 
touched by this glimpse at the woes and wrongs 
of others, will rise up and help us, as they can 
do with the means which lie at their hand? 
We recognize their inability to do the work 
which we are doing in our way.

court? I answer that nothing ecelesiastical can 
be permanently settled to the satisfaction of the 
Protestants that has not been righteously deter- 
mined. If the General Assembly were infallible 
its decisions should be quietly acquisced in even 
when they in effegt condemn hundreds, perhaps 
thousands, of out best ministers, elders, and 
deacons. But majority yotes are not convincing 
to those of us who seem to see clear evidence that 
a large proportion of them were cast under the 
influence of preconceived judgments, and with- 


out any proper ubderstanding of the 
questions at issue. The General Assem- 
bly has practically retraced its steps 


in more than one instance which we could easily 
point out. And in the present case it has pro- 
nounced judgment upon critical questions in 
such a manner as to discourage scholarly investi- 
gation and bring our church into conflict with all 
the mother churches of Scotland and the Presby- 
terian churches of England and Wales. These 
questions should and will continue to be dis- 
cussed in the church and out of it until they are 
fully understood by our whole people, while, of 
course, considerate. Presbyterians will submit 
even to injustice so long as there may be hope of 
better judgments. 

There have always been, except in the darkest 
ages, conservative and progressive parties in the 
church—the one fearing investigation, strong as 
ecclesiastical politicians, and inelined to decide 
every question so as to face the past and crush 
out opponents by votes or by the sword; the other 
party holding with the old Romans that all 
doubtful questions should be decided in favor of 
liberty, and that the ark of God will be safe even 
if the oxen do occasionally stumble. One 
of these parties expects to hold sway 
by force of numbers and shrewd manage- 
ment; the other hopes to win mainly by 
light and love, and although sometimes rash and 
extreme in meth of advance, it recovers from 
repulses and marchés on. Both are conscientious, 
but their consciences dictate widely different 
methods; the one appealing early to human 
authority in the form af church discipline, the 
other having little confidence in the efficacy of 
discipline as a means of suppressing enlightened 
convictions. The consequence is that it is still 
doubtful whether the real lovers of truth have 
suffered more from anti-Christian enemies than 
in the house of their professed friends. And yet 
a wise Providence uses Christi@n conservatism to 
check the too bold adventures of progressive en- 

thusiasm. 

The antecedents of the present crisis demand 


Reformation grew up both by imitation and an- 
tagonism from the relations of the reformers to 
the Church of Rome. The English Parliament 
called and controlled the Westminister Assem- 
bly, by which an elaborate creed was formed for 
national use without individual subscription. 
After the overthrow of Presbyterianism in En- 
glahd this creed was restricted to the Kirk 
of Scotland with the addition of in- 
dividual subscription, In the progress of 
sundry’ divisions in ‘Scotland the Amer- 
ican Presbyterian Church was established 
with the continued ideaof anational creed (at 
first without individual sübscription) and with 
national ecclesiastical overnment. Meanwhile 
New England elements from Congregationalism 
came in, especially in the northern and western 
territory of the church, the Scotch and Scotch- 
Irish elements continuing predominant in the 
middle and southern sections. Hence the high 
church Presbyterianism of the middle and south- 
ern sections, and the modified and, as I believe 
(the ugh of Scotch origin), more Scriptural Presby- 
terianism of the northern section, and hence the 
earlier division between the Synod of Pennsyl- 
vania and the Synod of New York and between 


church in 183'7-"38. 

The Northern Presbyterians as a class have 
always advocated a freer church administration 
than the more Southern. In the progress of 


Britain and of the Northera United States, while 
main adhered to traditional scholarship. Be- 
States are composed more largely of their own 


iarities of the old Presbyterian theology and gov- 
ernment, while the more Northern churches 
consist largely of ingatherings from other de- 
nominations and from the world. who have de 
rived their religious ideas almost entirely from 
the Bible and from evangelical preaching and 
are consequently less careful about denomin- 
ational shibboleths. Hence the religious atmos- 
phere of the different sections is different, the 
preaching is different, and the work and hopes 
of the church are less or more for denomination- 
alism or simply. for the conversion of souls to 
Christ. Hence, it will readily be seen, the greater 
or less dread of dangerous errors,“ so long as 
Christian people are kept at work in the Lord's 
vineyard. The question is, Are we to concern our- 
selves more for Presbyterian dogmas or for the 
Kingdom of Christ? 

Now as to the main facts of the great heresy 
trial. The controversy began several years ago 
between Drs. Green and Warfield of Princeton 
Seminary and Dr. Briggs of Unioh Seminary, 
chiefly about the verbal inspiration of the script- 
ures and the alleged “ inerrancy”’ of the original 
autographs of the biblieal authors; the one party 
contending for literal inerrancy as to every word 
and letter, the other maintaining inerrancy as to 
all moral and religious teachings but conceding 
the possibility of errors as to  unes- 
sential details which were not matters of 
divine revelation; while both parties agreed 
that there are unimportant errors in all known 
copies of the original Scriptures. In this con- 
troversy it seemed to many of us that Princeton 
had the advantage in being on the popular side 
as toits doctrine of verbal inspiration, while 
Briggs had the advantage in his argument from 
facts, and in the end we settled downin our 
former conviction that the doctrine and limits of 
inspiration are not clearly defined in scripture, 
and that no man can certainly determine whether 
ornot the original autographs were, strictly 
speaking, without error of any kind, inasmuch 
as those autographs have perished ages and 

That controversy culminated when Dr. Briggs 
was transferred by the directors of Union Sem- 
inary to the Professorship of Biblical Theology 
and delivered his celebrated inaugural address 
on assuming the duties of his new chair. From 
that day the cry of heresy was echoed and re- 
echoed by the conservative Presbyterian papers 
throughout the country, until the assembly at 
Detroit May, 1801, having been elected for the 
purpose and led by Princeton men, vetoed Dr. 
Briggs’ appointment on doctrinal grounds, thus 
condemning him, in effect, without which 
was claimed as the assembly's right but which 
was denied by the Union directors, and_ resulted 
in the withdrawal of Union Seminary from the 
assembly to its original ground of chartered in- 
dependence. 

Shortly after the veto at Detroit Dr. Briggs was 
arraigned before the Presbytery of New York on 
charges of heresy by a committee appointed to 
inquire as to his alleged errors. The committee's 
report recommending his trial was not approved 
by the presbytery and the case was dismissed. 
But that committee of inquiry, claiming to be a 
committee of prosecution and an original party 
acting in the name of the Presbyterian Church in 
the United States of America, was unwittingly 
recognized by the presbytery as such a committee 
and appealed against the body that appointed it 
directly to the General Assembly over the head of 
the intervening synod, contrary, as I undoubting- 
ly. believe, to the intent of our Form of Govern- 
ment, and of the revised Book of Discipline. 
which I as a member of the assembly's committee 
helped to prepare. 

The assembly of 1892 at Portland. Ore., having 
been chiefly elected on the Briggs issue, enter- 
tained the unconstitutional appeal, ordered the

This assembly, thus consti- 
tuted by majority votes in many of the presby- 
teries in which there were large counter minori- 
ties, did not in its finding correctly repre- 
sent the relative numbers of parties in 
‘the church, and many members who were asleep 
during important portions of the trial had no 
right to vote in the case, being practically absent 
a part of the time. Indeed, it was evident from 
the beginning that many members might as well 
have sent on their votes beforchand by mail as 
to have heard the case. N 

Imake these remarks to show how unfit so 

‘large a body thus chosen is to adjudicate on 
such @ifficult questions, the merits of which they 
have not carefully studied, and have not tim 
in the midst of much other business, to examine 
with due. attention. Here we have a body of 
600 men charged with legislative, executive, and 
judicial duties in the same meeting, most of 
them inexperienced in such grave cases, entrust- 
ed with the trial of a learned minister and pro- 
fessor for his official life, and most of them pre- 
viouely committed against him. Surely there 
should be a separate judicial commission, care- 
fully selected in classes, and holding office for 
several years, for the trial of all such cases. The 
judgment of such a commission would 
+ general respect. 
To return now to the assembly of 1893. If the 
assembly, as to the majority, was not packed“ 
for-a purpose how could it have been packed? 
The Moderator chosen was a former Kentuckian, 
succeeding another Kentuckian, both graduates 
of Danville Theological Seminary, and pupils, 1 
believe, of the famous Robert J. Breckinridge, 


} who was the most conspicuous loader in the ac- 


tion that divided the church in 1887.38. Injhis 
rulings the Moderator was generally fair, but in 
his appointment of the Committee of Bills and 
Overtures, the Judicial committee, the Commit- 
tee on Church Polity, the Committee on 
Theological Seminaries, and the commit- 
tee to prepare the final judgment of the 
assembly, a measure of partisanship was dis- 
played the like of which can hardly be found in 
the darkest political annals of the country. The 
Judicial committee's reco dations were car- 
ried in this assembly by overwhelming major- 
ities, including the entertainment of the old 
school Prosecuting committee's appeal against 
its own presbytery by which it was appointed, 
against the previous acquittal of the accused 
party, and against Dr. Briggs’ request to have 
the case. submitted to his synod, where it should 
have gone if appealed at all. 

| Some of these points were partly decided by 
the assembly of 1892, but could easily have 
been modified if the leaders had so desirded. As 
to the appeal from a judgment of acquittal I am 
not prepare to affirm that it was contrary to 
Presbyterian usage. But I do say that the ground 
on which it was defended—namely: that the ac- 
cused was only charged with a breach of con- 
tract and not with crime, was evasive if not dis- 
ingenuous. He was charged witha sin which 
must be repented of and renounced, or be fol- 
‘lowed by the penalty of. official decapitation—de- 
position. And I say also that if an appeal from a 
judgment of acquittal is provided for by the Pres- 
byterian system the Discipline should be so 
amended asto make such an incongruity and 
{gross injustice impossible. 

The main offenses charged, stripped of confus- 
ing technicalities, which were sustained by the 
‘assembly as the ground of Dr. Briggs’ suspen- 
sion, were the three following, as given in Dr. 
Harsha's report: 

1. That Dr. Briggs teaches that there may 
have been errors in the scriptures as originally 
written. This is declared to contradict the script- 
ure itself and the Confession of Faith. 

Dr. Briggs, however, does not teach that there 
may be errors in the scriptures that disturb their 
muthority as the only infallible rule of faith and 
practice, which he strongly asserts. Dr. Harsha’s 
report appeals for proof only to two passages of 
scripture, neither of which is conclusive, II. 
Tim. iii, 16, and II. Peter The 
former passage, according the

énly asserts that all scripture is ‘* God-breathed,’ 
and does not affirm the extent of the inspiration 
at all. Moreover, the word translated given by 
inspiration ef God is defined by Cremer (the 
best orthodox New Testament lexicographer now 
living, edition of 1886) as follows: Theopneus- 
tios, gifted with God's spirit, breathing the Divine 
Spirit (but not—inepired by God). The passage 
in Peter refers directly and only to the utterance 
af predictions by the prophets of old, who de- 
| elared divine revelations respecting future events. 
There is no allusion whatever to the inspiration 
of the sacred writers as such. 

The report wholly overlooks the important dis- 
tinction between revelation and inspiration. 
The doctrine of verbal inspiration cannot be 
proved by scripture, while it can be proved that 
the scriptures are inspired in such a sense as to 
be authoritative in regard to everything that per- 
tains either to faith or practice. The scriptures 
nowhere call themselves “the Word of God.“ 
Whether or not the Hebrew and Greek scriptures 
(the one written without vowels, and both writ- 
tem without our distinction of paragraphs and 
words. all known copies of which as we have 
them containing unimportant errors) were at 
first incorrect I would not undertake to say, for 
I do not know. 

As to chapter first of the Confession, it always 
se#med to me to speak only of the scriptures as we 
now have them, when it calls them the Word 
of God.“ and says that they have been kept 
pure in all ages, evidently in the same sense in 
which they were originally given. Even the late 
Dr, Thomas H. Skinner contended that our En- 
glish translation of the scriptures is the Word 
of God, while he believed that the original auto- 
graphs were inerrant. No intelligent minister 
understands in his declaration at his ordination 


Gad, the only infallible rule of faith and prac- 
tic, that he is saying that they were once, but 
aré not now the Word of God as an infallible 
rule. It is true that such sound theologians as 
Dr. Henry B. Smith have taught that the script- 
urés were at first literally without even the 
smallest error. And it is true that this has been 
thé common opinion of the church. But it by 
no/means follows that our Confession asserts this 
as an essential doctrine. 

2, The second finding in the report is that the 
reason and the church are not fountains of author- 
ity and are not to be relied on as safe guides into 
the way ok life. Here the question is merely 
ond of words. Dr. Briggs has not said 
that the reason and the church are, like 
the Bible, infallible guides, but expressly asserts 
the contrary.. In his unfortunate reference to 
| Dr) Martineau he has not said as much as Dr. A. 
A. Hodge asserted of Montefiere the Jew, who 
| distinctly rejected the Christ of the New Testa- 
ment. But Dr. Hodge was of orthodox Prince- 
ton and not of Union Seminary. 

3, Dr. Briggs is charged with teaching that the 
sanctification of believers is continued after 
\death. But he does not say that they are still 
guilty of sin after death, whatever he may mean 
by Banctification, which he does not clearly ex- 
plain. The assembly, however, declares. his doc- 
| trime contrary to scripture, but does not refer to 
any conclusive passage to prove its assertion. It 
is more fortunate in its appeal to the larger and 
_shadrter-catechisms, which are far more to the 
point than its scripture. Dr. Briggs’ explanation 
ot the catechisms does not satisfy me. 

Hut how will the assembly explain the answer 
to question 82 of the larger catechism, which 
‘says that the communion of the saints with 
Chtist is at last perfected at the resurrection "'? 
And the still stronger language, answer to ques- 
tion 90, that the righteous “atthe day of judg- 
mest’ shall be made perfectly holy and happy 
both in body and soul ? Are they, then, perfect- 
ily holy in soul” immediately after death? 
Better not to dogmatize on either side of this 
‘question. It is quite possible that we all still see 
through a glass darkly as to this question, and 
‘that the larger catechism is not fully consistent 
with itself on this mysterious subject, ; 
What now is the conclusion of the whole mat- 
ter We are all fallible. The General Assembly 
is fallible. Dr. Briggs has advanced some views 
whith not many of us accept, but, as he explains, 
he does not seem to some of us who have long 
and anxiously considered these questions to be in 
conflict with “the essential and necessary 
articles” of our faith. He has been condemned

The homeopath has her path 
made plain, with a bottle of tiny pills for 
every ailment flesh is heir to. 

How shall these bottles be carried? 

A neat case is probably the best receptacle, 
or a small. stout hand-bag. But one woman 
who had been an invalid for years, and who 
never traveled without being accompanied oy 
a small regiment of bottles, solemnly confided 
to me that she always packed these in her 
shoes, and had never broken a single phial. 
Since then I have -tried her plan and found it 
succeeded admirably. 


What Children Should Not Do, 


Some parents of a tolerable degree of com- 
mon sense seem to.labor under the impression 


be trusted to take care of itself. 
restrictions are relaxed. The small boys and 
girls are permitted to be afield as early in the 
morning and as late in the everiing as their 
own sweet wills dictate. They are allowed to 
run in the wet gruss, to wade in the brooks, 
to feast upon half-ripe fruit, and to generally 
comport themselves in a manner directly op- 
to all the rules of good health. 

The consequences of these rash deeds are 
se half so disastrous as they should be by 
right. 
watch over idiots, drunkards, and young chil- 
dren must surely find its work cut out for it 
in the families of such fathers and mothers, 
while the hands of the guardian angels are 
more than full. The fidelity’ with which they 
discharge their trust is indicated by the fact 
that the summer mortality of young and half. 
grown children is no larger. 

Even if these imprudences do not lead to 
immediate dangerous or fatal illness, they 
have direct and serious effect upon the general 
health, and constitutions that have in youth 
been undermined by these and similar im- 
prudences seldom fail to show the evil result 
in later life. I call to mind one family in 
which this happy-go-lucky system prevailed. 
The eldest son, a. fine young fellow, whose 
delicate health bore witness to the license 
of diet accorded him since his infancy, 
died at twenty-one of peritonitis, atter 
a three days’ illness, brought on by 
free indulgence in a college-boy’s supper of 
peanuts, molasses candy, cocoanut cakes, and 
similar harmless (?) delicacies. The only 
daughter died at 7 from membraneous croup, 
the result of an afternDon's frolic in the new- 
ly fallen snow. Her feet and ankles had been 
wet for three hours before her shoes and 
stockings were.changed. Two sons survive. 
One isa chronic dyspeptic; the other has an 
intestinal weakness which requires constant 
watchfulness and prudence. All the children 
had been healthy babies, with no inherited 
malady. 

These may be extreme cases, but no parent 
is willing to run the risk of having such an 
exception in his family circle. The restric- 
tions to the children's liberty need be few, 
the prudence of the simplest kind. The little 
ones should not be allowed out of doors in 
the very early morning, before the world is 
well aired and while the mists still cling closely 
to the earth’s surface. They should come in at 
night before the dew begins to fall or the 
chill to settle upon the air. When they 
go out in the wet grass their feet 
should be protected by overshoes, and 
they should be warned never to sit down 
on the damp ground even for a moment. 
When the sun is at its hottest, in the middle 

day; they should keep out of its direct 


choose as their es er unhealthy spots 
in the vicinity of stagnant pools, marshes, or 
compost heaps. Unripe ‘fruit should be 
strictly forbidden, and the ordinary diet 
should be simple, nutritious, and plentiful. 
When ripe, fresh fruit is at hand, they will be 
all the better, if they have good digestions, 
for partaking of it in moderation. 

f course precautions are meant only 
for healthy children. With delicate little ones 
there must be stricter care, and the midday 
nap, the guarded diet, the regular hours are of 
the first importance. When such precautions 
are taken to preserve health and strength there 
is every probability that the children will go 
home in the fall substantially benefited by 
their summer campaign.

During a stay in a summer hotel or board- 
ing-house or at any, except the most. fashiona- 
ble hot-weather resorts, social rules are some- 
what relaxed. Young people have a freedom 
of association that is and must be practically 
unknown in the city.. The very informality 
of the life conduces to unconventionality and 
intimacy. This is especially noticeable in the 
case of young men and women, It is almost 
impossible for young people of opposite sexes 
to meet at the table three times a day and be 
thrown together on the veranda, in the draw- 
ing-room, or On the tennis court, or croquet 
ground without their learning to know one an- 
other very well. a 

There is no harm in this. Society and eti- 
guette have decreed that there are certain 
strict rules that shall sway men and women in 
their formal social intercourse at dinners, 
balls, and other stately entertainments; but 
even the strictest monitor cannot demand that 
people shall always be in full dress, mentally 
and physically, and when they are, so to 
speak. in fatigue uniform there are liberties 
and derelictions condoned that would be 
frowned down severely under regular circum- 
stances,

The English do this sort of thing better than 
we do. The pages of English books abound 
in references to the delight of boys and girls 
in adding new specimens to their collections 
or museums, of their joy in finding a hitherto 
unfamiliar insect, butterfly, dr ferm. Such 
young ple seldom, “take their walks 
abroad ”’ in the country without being accom- 
panied by a butterfly net or a box for preserv- 
ing flowers, or roots, or a little hammer for 
doing geological work, and their spoils are 
usually submitted to microscopic ingpection 
on their return home. 

While the long warm days last there is little 
consideration bestowed upon how the even- 
ings shall be spent. Rows on lake, stream, 
or sea, lazy strolls, moonlight ehat, and early 
hours usually dispose of the question. As the 
days shorten and the evenings lengthen, or on 
the occasional chill nights that come even in 
the heart of the summer, the matter assumes 
more importance. Yet it should be easily 
solved. Dancing and cards usually find many 
devotees, but those to whom these do hot ap- 
peal may amuse themselves by peneil and 
paper games, improvised charades and tab- 
leéux, and those good old stand bys.

Summer Sewing and Reading. 

Two items should always be included in the 
list of must haves ’’ when the packing is un- 
der way—plenty to read and | preted to sew. 

There is seldom any lack of the second, but 


the sewing is not always of the right sort. It 


should be small. light work that — de easily 
picked up and carried out under tries, or 
down by the brook, or even, on rainy days, up 
in the hay-mow, and that will not be imjured 
by the transportation. Delicate silks and rich 
materials will not stand the exposure, but white 
work of any kind, such as work in cotton or 
linen on squares for piqué spreads, dr em- 
broidery of initials or, designs on napkins, 
carving-cloths, tray-cloths, biscuit-cloths, or 
drawn work on bureau and sideboard vers, 
or even the simpler stitchery on small gar- 
ments will receive no injury by such care- 
lessness of treatment that may not be effaced 
by soap and water. And, indeed, there is no 
reason why the work should be soiled, but the 
worker will have more ease of mind if she 
runs no risks with ovérdelicate materials. 
One requisite of the sewing should not be 
overlooked. It must not be of a nature that 
will hurry the worker. As soon as she feels 
that her handiwork must be done at a given 
time it becomes a burden to her, and the rest- 
ful feeling that is connected with it so long as 
it is only *‘ pick-up work entirely vanishes, 
It becomes a jtask, and is no longer a pleasure 
There has been probably no pleas&nter 
mode devised of spending a quiet morning, 
when active sports do not fit in with one’s 
mood, than ip listening to a good book read 
aloud. It may be a novel, or a volume of 
travels or plepsant sketches, or a collectipn of 
short storiesj.or a new magazine. In any 
case, the rea@ing is probably never so thor- 
oughly enjoyed by a woman as whe her 
fingers are Husy with some piece of work 
that does jnot distract her attention 
from the reading.

A bo 
with a taste for wood-carving may pursue tue 
work withoutidisturbing the reader, and there 
is no better time for mounting photographs, 
arranging dried flowers, cutting out pictures 
for scrap-books, and doing the little odds and 
ends that are irksome enough when under- 
taken alone, 
The books for such reading should be judi- 
ciously chose. 
map out somq especial line of reading, which, 
however, need not be a rigid path from which 
one may never wander to the right or the left. 
It is interesting to read several books by the 
same author, and these may be novels or not, 
as the taste off the readers may indicate. Hot 
weather is not the best time for hard study or 
heavy books, but there are many charming'vol- 
umes of biography, travel, and lighter history 
that may altegnave agreeably with fiction, and 
the com bination is much less likely to produce 
mental dyspepsia than unmixed story reading.
